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HRC set to endorse Kerr 

prisoner $ parole

^ ailing him a “danger to society,” 
1 Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger 

blocked the parole of a gay prison¬ 
er last week, days before the inmate 
would have walked free for the first 
time in nearly 
20 years. 

Kevin Leigh 
was convicted 
of second-de¬ 
gree murder for 
killing Rick Di- 
amonon, a re¬ 
puted drug 
dealer, in a dis¬ 
pute over Dia- 
monon alleged¬ 
ly watering 
down cocaine. 

The crime took place in 1985 in 
Topanga Canyon, in rural Los Angeles 
County, when Leigh was 21 years old. 

In his veto message, the governor 
noted Leigh’s clean criminal record 
before the crime and lauded him for 
being discipline-free during his entire 
19-year incarceration. The governor 
listed Leigh’s educational accomplish¬ 
ments behind bars and his successful 
completion of therapeutic programs 
including Alcoholics Anonymous and 
Narcotics Anonymous. 

“But I will not overlook or negate 
the gravity of the particularly repug¬ 
nant crime Mr. Leigh committed sim¬ 
ply because he has behaved as he 
should in prison,” Schwarzenegger 
wrote. 

Leigh confessed to authorities and to 
the Bay Area Reporter that he drowned 
Diamonon after the two fought in a 
creek. Just before the drowning, Dia¬ 
monon had been shot twice but the 
wounds were not life threatening. Leigh 
blames his friend, Mark Smith, for the 
shooting. Smith, who was paroled in 
September 2003, denies any involve¬ 
ment in the shooting. 

“While I may never know whether 
it was Mr. Leigh or Mr. Smith who 
shot Mr. Diamonon, I do know that it 
was Mr. Leigh who drowned him,” the 
governor wrote. “And Mr. Leigh did 
so in an especially cruel and atrocious 
way given that this man was un¬ 
armed, posed no threat, and had just 
been shot and wounded in the hip 
and arm.” 

In a telephone interview from 
prison on Tuesday, April 20, Leigh 
called the governor’s decision “poli¬ 
tics as usual.” He told the B.A.R. that 
he plans to appeal the decision 
through the courts. Leigh was notified 
that he would not be released on 
Monday, April 19. He said the hardest 
part was to phone his friends and rel¬ 
atives to tell them that he wouldn’t be 
coming home. 

In an e-mail response to the B.A.R ., 
Smith wrote: “I am saddened and dis¬ 
mayed that Kevin [Leigh] has blamed 
me for shooting Rick [Diamonon] be¬ 
cause I did not, and I think the judge

S enator John Kerry’s opposi¬ 
tion to gay marriage is not 
likely to cost him the en¬ 
dorsement of the country’s 
leading gay rights group, 
the Washington D.C.-based 
Human Rights Campaign. 

Speaking before members of 
the organization’s San Francisco 
chapter Saturday night, HRC Pres¬ 
ident Cheryl Jacques said the like¬ 
ly Democratic presidential nomi¬ 
nee will be hearing “good news” 
once the board officially votes on 
giving its nod to the junior senator 
from Massachusetts. 

“Our board will take a good, 
hard look at Senator John Kerry 
and you will soon hear our deci¬ 
sion on endorsing him, which will 
be good news,” Jacques said. “This 
is a tremendous candidate. He has 
the best record on gay issues ever, 
better than [former President Bill] 

Clinton, better than [former Vice 
President and presidential candidate Al] 
Gore, better than [former New Jersey Sena¬ 
tor and presidential candidate Bill] Bradley. 
This guy is good.” 

During the primary campaign, HRC held

back from endorsing any of the leading can¬ 
didates. Now that the original field of 10 has 
been whittled down to Kerry, who is set to re¬ 
ceive his party’s nomination in Boston in 
July, gay rights groups are beginning to give 


him their full support, though that support 
is tempered by his antigay marriage stance. 

“Am I disappointed he doesn’t endorse 
gay marriage? Absolutely. But a lot of our he-

Assembly panel passes gay marriage bill

C alifornia’s gay community marked an¬ 
other historic first Tuesday when a state 
Assembly committee voted to support a 
measure that would legalize gay mar¬ 
riage. The vote marks the first time any state 
legislative body has voted in favor of issuing 
marriage licenses to gay and lesbian couples. 

During an 8 a.m. hearing Tuesday, April 20, 
the Assembly Judiciary Committee voted 8 to 3 
to support AB1967, the Marriage License Non- 
Discrimination Act introduced by openly gay 
Assemblyman Mark Leno (D-San Francisco). 

“I saw in the eight aye votes a great pride in 
the fact that people were standing up for civil 
rights - not special privileges, but civil rights,” 
said Leno after the vote. “Civil rights took a 
major step forward in California today.” 

While savoring the bill’s first legislative 
victory, gay rights activists warned the fight 
has only just begun. 


“While this is an important victory, we 
have several hurdles to overcome before this 
bill becomes law. And we will need each and 
every one of you to help bring us closer to our 
dream of marriage equality,” said Geoffrey 
Kors, executive director of Equality Califor¬ 
nia, in an e-mail sent to his group’s members. 

AB1967 would make a simple change to 
California law and define marriage as a union 
between “two persons” instead of as a union 
between a man and a woman. The change 
would allow same-sex couples to obtain a 
marriage license. 

The marriage bill would permit - but not 
require - pastors, rabbis, and other clergy to 
perform marriages for same-sex couples. It 
would make no other changes with respect to 
marriage law, leaving intact Proposition 22, 
which prohibits California from recognizing 
gay marriages performed in other states. 

All eight Democrats on the Judiciary 
Committee voted in support, more than the 
seven Democrats who voted last year at this 


time in support of AB205, the sweeping do¬ 
mestic partners legislation set to take effect 
January 1,2005. 

“The times they are a changing,” said a de¬ 
lighted Leno. “I have to continue to work 
with my fellow Assembly members to make 
sure we have the necessary 41 votes to pass 
this on the floor.” 

He said after today’s vote, that no longer 
seems so out of reach. 

“Today every Democrat on the Judiciary 
Committee spoke eloquently for the need for 
this bill and then voted for it. I was proud of 
my colleagues,” he said. 

The legislation now moves on to the As¬ 
sembly Appropriations Committee, where it 
faces an uphill battle due to the state’s falter-

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Delay in trial of men 
charged with killing TG

M| I he trial of three men accused 
of murdering transgender 
if teenager Gwen Araujo was 
put on hold Wednesday, April 21, 
after the judge decided to hold a 
hearing without the jury present 
to determine whether the six-hour 
videotaped statement of one of 
the witnesses can be played in 
open court. 

The trial is expected to resume 
Monday, April 26 before Alameda 
County Superior Court Judge 
Harry Sheppard at the Hayward 
Hall of Justice. 

Nicole Brown, who deter¬ 
mined Araujo was biologically a 
male at a house party in the East 
Bay city of Newark on October 4, 
2002, was cross-examined 
Wednesday as defense attorneys 
tried to point out inconsistencies 
in her testimony. 

On Monday, Brown was un¬ 
able to testify due to a personal 
emergency. On Tuesday, she took 
the stand and detailed how she 
went into the bathroom with 
Araujo to check Araujo’s biologi¬ 
cal gender. She told the court that 
she “freaked out” when she felt a 
penis under Araujo’s skirt. 

Brown said she screamed and 
said, “I can’t believe this is a fuck¬ 
ing man.” 

• It was that discovery that led to 
the fatal attack on Araujo. 

Araujo was born as a male 
named Eddie but lived as a female. 
Jose Merel, Jason Cazares, and 
Michael Magidson,. all 24, are 
charged with murder and a hate 
crime enhancement for the death 
of Araujo. The prosecution and 
defense agree that Araujo was 
killed in the early morning hours 
of October 4, 2002, after defen¬ 
dants learned that her biological 
sex was male. At least two men, 
Magidson and Merel, reportedly 
had sexual relations with Araujo. 
All three defendants have pleaded 
not guilty to the charges, with at¬ 
torneys for Magidson and Cazares 
claiming their clients acted in re¬ 
action to a “deception.” 

Brown, who began her testi¬ 
mony Thursday, April 15, was 
grilled by defense attorneys on 
Wednesday. She reiterated that 
Merel “was freaking out, tripping, 
and crying” as he walked down 
the hallway at his house after it 
was learned Araujo was biologi-

cally a male. 

“I’m not gay. I don’t like men,” 
Brown quoted Merel as saying. 
She testified that she tried to con¬ 
sole him. 

Potentially, the most damaging 
bit of information came from an 
audiotape of Brown speaking to 
someone who called her from jail. 
In the tape, Brown said, “I knocked 
that he/she out.” In court, Brown 
claimed that statement was a lie 
and that she really didn’t mean it. 
She also admitted that she initially 
lied to police about hearing the 
group talk about getting some 
shovels. And she also discussed 
how she at first told police she did¬ 
n’t know who the men were who 
confronted “Lida,” the name Arau¬ 
jo used around the defendants and 
Brown. 

Attorney Tony Serra, who’s 
representing Cazares, asked, “Isn’t 
it true that when she [Araujo] was 
on the ground you kicked her?” 

“No,” Brown replied, shaking 
her head. 

Thursday testimony 

Witnesses last week included 
Dr. Sharon Van Meter, who per¬ 
formed the autopsy on Araujo; 
Pearl Serrano, Araujo’s sister; 
and Brown. 

To the surprise of many, 
Merel’s attorney did not make an 
opening statement last week. 

During his opening statement, 
Serra told the court that his client 
did not participate in the actual 
killing. 

Michael Thorman, Magidson’s 
attorney, said in his opening state¬ 
ment that his client acted out of 
“shock and revulsion” that he had 
been “deceived into having homo¬ 


sexual sex.” The prosecution has 
asserted that speculations about 
Araujo’s gender drew little concern 
from Magidson, but Thorman said 
that Magidson was so convinced 
that Araujo was a woman that he 
refused peer pressure to put his 
hand under her skirt to determine 
her genitals, opting instead to treat 
her as a lady. 

“He was treating her with the 
respect and dignity of a woman,” 
said Thorman, who added that “if 
Mike knew he was dealing with a 
man,” it would have been expected 
and acceptable for him to grope 
Araujo’s genitals. 

Van Meter, who testified first, 
described Araujo’s injuries while 
pointing to photographs of the vic¬ 
tim’s body. The cause of Araujo’s 
death, she said, was “asphyxiation 
associated with blunt force trauma 
to the head.” Either injury could 
have been fatal without the other, 
she said, and each was inflicted 
while the victim was still alive. 

Serra asked Van Meter to de¬ 
scribe the length of Araujo’s skirt, 
then re-emphasized, for the jury, 
that Araujo had been wearing a 
mini-skirt on the night she was 
killed. 

Araujo’s sister Serrano, who 
said Araujo began living as a 
woman fulltime at the age of 14, 
defied Serra’s suggestion that 
Araujo may have appeared in 
male clothes on occasion. “She 
wouldn’t wear them. She was true 
to who she was,” said Serrano, al¬ 
though what constitutes “male” 
presentation for women - who 
traditionally have more leeway 
with gendered codes - was never 
defined. 

Finally, Brown’s testimony on 
Thursday included many in¬ 
stances of her not recalling who 
was present at various house par¬ 
ties and conversations. She did ac¬ 
knowledge that she and Araujo 
had a physical altercation early in 
their acquaintanceship, but that 
the two women were beginning to 
get along, and had made a beer 
run together on the night that 
Araujo was killed. She also ac¬ 
knowledged that at least a few 
days (if not several) before Araujo 
was killed, she participated in a 
conversation with the defendants 
that speculated whether Araujo 
was male. T

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Theresa Sparks named 
to Police Commission

ransgender activist Theresa 
Sparks won approval from 
the Board of Supervisors 
Tuesday, April 20 and will join the 
newly reorganized San Francisco 
Police Commission. 

Sparks, a former co-chair of 
the Alice B. Toklas LGBT Democ¬ 
ratic Club and a former member 
of the city’s Human Rights Com¬ 
mission, will be the only out 
LGBT person on the new seven- 
member panel. She is also the first 
transgender person named to the 
commission. 

Others who were approved in¬ 
clude Douglas Chan, Joe Alioto 
Veronese, Joseph Marshall, Peter 
Keane, and Gayle Orr-Smith. For¬ 
mer City Attorney Louise Renne, 
the last nominee, was being con¬ 
sidered Wednesday, after the Bay 
Area Reporter went to press. 

“We’re very proud of Theresa,” 
said Alice Club co-chair Rich 
Kowalewski, who added he be¬ 
lieved the newly constituted com¬ 
mission would be more effective. 
He added that Sparks has been 
working for years on issues related 
to transgenders and law enforce¬ 
ment. She worked with former 
commission President Dennis 
Herrera, now the city attorney, 
and with former Police Chiefs 
Fred Lau and Earl Sanders in es¬ 
tablishing training programs for 
SFPD personnel on transgender

matters. 

Sparks said she was “thrilled” 
to be appointed. 

“I think we need a strong voice 
on the reformed commission and 
I think I can be that strong voice,” 
Sparks said Wednesday morning. 

She thanked Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano for appointing her to 
the body, and noted he was the 
author of voter-approved Propo¬ 
sition H, which created the new 
commission. 

“I think the reformed commis¬ 
sion will better reflect the attitudes 
of the city,” Sparks added. 

Kowalewski also thanked Am¬ 
miano for his support with 
Sparks’s nomination. When 


Mayor Gavin Newsom announced 
his appointees last month, there 
were no openly LGBT people 
among them, leading some com¬ 
munity members to express con¬ 
cerns. Ammiano, however, was 
temporarily appointed to the 
Rules Committee specifically to 
help with selecting the board’s 
three nominees, of which Sparks 
was one. 

The commission is charged 
with supervising and setting pro¬ 
cedures for the San Francisco Po¬ 
lice Department, and was criti¬ 
cized in late 2002 and 2003 for its 
handling of the “Fajitagate” scan¬ 
dal, in which many of the depart¬ 
ment’s command staff were in¬ 
dicted by a grand jury for alleged¬ 
ly covering up three off-duty offi¬ 
cers’ possible hate-motivated as¬ 
sault on two civilians. Although 
the command staff indictments 
were eventually dismissed - and 
many of the command staff who 
had been charged have been de¬ 
clared “factually innocent,” - vot¬ 
ers last year passed Proposition H, 
which calls for commission ap¬ 
pointments to be shared between 
the mayor and Board of Supervi¬ 
sors. 

Previously, the mayor alone 
made all the appointments to the 
commission. 

Mayor Gavin Newsom’s ap¬ 
pointees are Renne, Marshall, 
Chan, and Alioto Veronese. 

The new Police Commission’s 
first meeting will be May 5. ▼

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Marriage progress 


■P uesday’s vote by the Assembly Judi- 
'T, ciary Committee to move Assembly- 
man Mark Leno’s (D-San Francisco) 
same-sex marriage bill on to the Appropri¬ 
ations Committee was a historic first step - 
but by no means is the fight over. Eight As¬ 
sembly Democrats voted the bill out of 
committee this week, and we commend 
them for their action. Considering that 
Leno’s bill was stuck in the Rules Commit¬ 
tee until only last Thursday, it was good to 
see a unanimous vote from Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee Democrats, including, of course, 
openly gay Assemblyman John Laird (D- 
Santa Cruz). Others on the panel included 
longtime straight allies such as Sally Lieber 
(D-Mountain View) and John Longville (D- 
Rialto). Assemblymembers Hannah-Beth 
Jackson (D-Santa Barbara), Ellen Corbett 
(D-San Leandro), Darrell Steinberg (D- 
Sacramento), Lloyd Levine (D-San Fernan¬ 
do Valley), and Cindy Montanez (D-San 
Fernando) also voted in favor of the bill, 
which seeks to remove gender from the 
state’s marriage law, allowing two persons to 
receive a marriage license. 

Leno called us early last Thursday morn¬ 
ing, ecstatic that AB1967 had finally been 
referred to the Judiciary Committee at the 
last minute. Of course, now the real work 
begins as Leno seeks to line up votes to get 
the bill out of the Appropriations Commit¬ 
tee. If AB1967 clears that hurdle, Leno needs 
a minimum of 41 votes for the Assembly to 
approve the legislation. We don’t know if 
that will happen this year, but momentum 
seems to be shifting our way. State Democ¬ 
rats need to get on board and follow the lead 
of their colleagues on the Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee. They must stand up for what is 
right, and not cave in to election-year poli¬ 
tics as an excuse to oppose AB1967. 

Hours after the vote in California, a 
judge in Oregon ruled that Multnomah 
County, which includes Portland, must stop 
the same-sex marriages that have been tak¬ 
ing place for several weeks; but he also up¬ 
held the validity of the 3,000 marriages al¬ 
ready performed and gave the Legislature 
time to rework the state’s marriage laws. 
That’s another historic step and Judge Frank 
Bearden’s order making the existing same- 


sex marriages valid is scheduled to take ef¬ 
fect on May 20, just three days after same- 
sex marriages are to start in Massachusetts. 
The downside of Bearden’s order, however, 
is that while he agreed with the county that 
Oregon’s marriage law was unconstitution¬ 
al, he left open the door for the Leg¬ 
islature to craft a civil union-type 
law instead of marriage. Of 
course, as we know, separate is , 
not equal, and civil unions are 
not equal to marriage. The Ore¬ 
gon case is expected to reach the 
state Supreme Court. 

Meanwhile, in Massachusetts, Gov¬ 
ernor Mitt Romney, a Repub¬ 
lican, is desperately attempting 
to stop same-sex marriages be¬ 
fore they start next month. 

From our view some 3,000 miles away, 
Romney’s last-ditch effort to get special 
emergency authority from the Legislature to 
ask the Supreme Judicial Court to delay its 
ruling looks like the last gasp in a losing bat¬ 
tle. The Massachusetts high court has ruled 
not once but twice on the issue, and was 
quite deliberate in its 180-day timetable in 


the initial ruling last November. Most legal 
scholars don’t think Romney’s ploy will 
work, and county clerks throughout the 
state are beginning to prepare for next 
month’s same-sex weddings. 

Even more absurd than Romney’s ac¬ 
tions, however, is the move by Massachusetts 
state Representative Emile Goguen. He 
has announced legislation seeking to 
remove the four justices who ruled in 
favor of marriage equality. Goguen 
voted against a constitutional amend¬ 
ment that would ban gay marriage but 
allow civil unions, but said he would 
carry the legislation at the request of 
an antigay group, the Article 8 
Alliance. This too, is unlikely to 
succeed. 

So in fits and starts, same- 
sex marriage is moving forward in some 
states. With some 7,000 same-sex couples 
now married in San Francisco and Oregon, 
and more expected next month in Massa¬ 
chusetts, maybe our opponents will begin to 
see the very real need for marriage equality 
and realize that society won’t crumble if we 
are all treated equally. ▼

i| n Tuesday, as I prepared to testify in 
support of Equality California’s Mar¬ 
riage License Non-Discrimination 
Act, legislation authored by San Francisco 
Assemblyman Mark Leno (D-San Francis¬ 
co), it struck me that it was just a year ago 
this month that I sat in the same seat testi¬ 
fying before the same committee in support 
of AB205, EQCA’s Domestic Partner Rights 
and Responsibilities Act. I opened my testi¬ 
mony on that day by saying that it was not 
a proud moment for me to be asking the 
committee to support a law that would not 
even result in our relationships being treat¬ 
ed as separate j^ut equal, but rather they 
would remain separate and unequal. 

I explained to the committee that while 
our goal was, and will remain, marriage 
equality, we knew we didn’t have the votes 
to pass a same-sex marriage bill and that 
AB205 was needed in order to protect our 
families until California’s discriminatory 
marriage law was overturned. I was joined 
by three wonderful people who shared how 
California’s discriminatory treatment of les¬ 
bian and gay couples impacted their lives: 
Lydia Ramos, who could not recover her 
partner’s body when she died in a car acci¬ 
dent;. Sharon Smith, who had no statutory 
right to sue for wrongful death when her 
partner was mauled to death by a neighbor’s 
dogs in San Francisco; and Keith Bradkows- 
ki, who did not have the right to inherent 
his longtime partner’s estate when he was 
killed in the American Airlines Flight that 
crashed into the World Trade Center on 
9/11. These three individuals shared their 
personal tragedies so that others would not 
have to suffer as they did. They testified 
about how discrimination impacted their 


lives and why hundreds of thousands of 
Californians needed the protections that 
AB205 provides even though it falls far 
short of the protections afforded to married 
couples. 

Our community was united in support 
of the legislation and we formed a coalition 
of LGBT, non-LGBT, civil rights, labor, reli¬ 
gious, and community organizations and 
leaders in support of that bill. And we made 
history. California became the first state in 
the nation to pass comprehensive leg¬ 
islation protecting same-sex couples 
without a court order. 

While the focus last year was 
solely on rights and benefits, the 
testimony this year focused on so 
much more. In addition to the 
more than 1,100 rights and bene¬ 
fits domestic partners are 
denied that are available 
to married couples, there 
was testimony about 
equality, love, commitment, and respect. 
The committee was reminded of the words 
of the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court, which declared earlier last Novem¬ 
ber and again earlier this year that denying 
lesbian and gay couples the right to marry 
not only results in unequal treatment by 
government, but also, “works a deep and 
scarring hardship on a very real segment of 
the community for no rational reason.” 

When we talk about this issue we need to 
remember this fact. What kind of message 
is our government sending to LGBT youth, 
who are struggling with issues of self-worth 
and have a disproportionally high suicide 
rate, when the state tells them that they are 
not worthy of being treated equality? How 
call we expect to prevent the vicious hate 
crimes when our government tells its citi¬ 
zens that our love is not equal and that it is 


acceptable to treat us as second-class citi¬ 
zens? Our community has paid an awful 
price as a result of this unequal treatment 
that is motivated by bigotry. 

When the committee voted we prevailed 
with all eight of the committee’s Democ¬ 
ratic Party members voting in support of 
the bill and all three Republicans voting to 
oppose it. California stands alone as the 
only state in the nation to have passed a 
marriage equality bill out of a legislative 
policy committee. The fact that the bill won 
by a bigger margin than our victory before 
the same committee last year on AB205 
demonstrates that we have in- 
credible momentum on our side. 

We have an amazing oppor¬ 
tunity to reach our dream of 
true equality here in California 
by passing this historic 
legislation. It is too early 
to know if we will have 
the votes needed this year 
- but it is not too early for each and every 
person reading this who supports marriage 
equality to get involved. 

Equality California and Marriage Equal¬ 
ity California are building our chapters and 
hope to have one in every county by the end 
of the year. We need a grassroots army of 
marriage equality soldiers and we need you 
to enlist. Join the chapter in the county 
where you live and if there isn’t one there 
yet, call us and we will work with you to 
start one. Information is available at mar- 
riageequalityca.org. And if you do not 
presently receive legislative updates and re¬ 
quests for action from EQCA, please sign up 
in our advocacy center at eqca.org. We out¬ 
numbered and out-organized the extreme 
right last year and are doing it again this 
year. And we must continue to do so today, 
tomorrow and forever. ▼

Sensing 
my rage, my friend Adriano held me down in the 
chair. On the only official document recorded during 
our time together, another person’s name appears as 
“present at death.” There is no official record that 
shows we were a couple. 

The debate going on is not about marriage. This is 

about the same kind of petty hatred and preju¬ 
dice that stood behind all the earlier strug- 
I gles for equality. What’s really at stake here 
is the absence of morality from the top of 
our federal government right down to the 
county clerks entrusted to issue licenses. 
Some are attempting to be moral, but 
those great wheels of injustice driven by 
prejudice and hatred are attempting to 
stop the inevitable. They want to retain 
the silence that keeps us invisible. If one 
looks behind the passion of the antigay marriage ini¬ 
tiative, there lies the real motive. It’s not really about 
marriage at all. It’s about legislating the de facto anti¬ 
gay prejudice that already exists in our government 
and culture. When fag bashers beat the next Matthew 
Shepard and tie him to a fence, leaving him in the cold 
to die, they want to be sure the murderers can still feel 
righteous in their murderous act of hatred. They want 
to be sure the U.S. government continues to condone 
antigay prejudice, inequality, and violence by contin¬ 
uing to turn their backs on full equality. Anything less 
than full equality says very clearly, yes we are sinners, 
yes we are less than heterosexuals, and yes they should 
love the sinner but hate the sin.

Jj any supportive straight 
jglj|| people recognize antigay 
IW1 governmental policies for 
what they really are: discriminato¬ 
ry and unfair. But is antigay dis¬ 
crimination also bad for the U.S. 
economy? This theory, proposed 
by a heterosexual economics pro¬ 
fessor, is one that more and 
more businesses and cities 
are taking seriously, and that 
could have a big impact on 
the future of gay people’s 
pursuit of equal rights. 

It’s always tricky to talk 
about economics and gay 
people in the same 
breath. In order to 
justify denying 
us civil rights, 
right-wingers 
have often in¬ 
voked the idea 

that gay people have huge reserves 
of disposable income that we 
spend like drunken sailors; and 
wealthy people, of course, can’t be 
oppressed. For example, some 
conservatives have claimed that 
same-sex couples don’t really need 
legal marriage rights, because we 
can easily buy ourselves the costly 
paperwork that simulates what 
our heterosexual counterparts 
enjoy for the small price of a mar¬ 
riage license. 

However, the research of econ¬ 
omist M.V. Lee Badgett of the In¬ 
stitute for Gay and Lesbian Strate¬ 
gic Studies has pointed out the se¬ 
rious flaws in studies that indicate 
we’re wealthier than straight peo- 


i u at.

pie. Badgett’s work actually sug¬ 
gests that many gay people - espe¬ 
cially lesbians - earn less than the 
average American. 

Fortunately, then, it’s not the 
myth of gay wealth that feeds the 
economic-development theories 
of Professor Richard Florida, of 
Carnegie Mellon University, who 
authored The Rise of the Creative 
Class, recently available in paper¬ 
back. In a nutshell, Florida be¬ 
lieves that the cities with the 
most vibrant economies 
are the ones able to attract 
talented young entrepre¬ 
neurs, technology geeks, 
artists, and writers, who will 
be at the forefront of this 
century’s new “knowl¬ 
edge-based” economy. 
Florida put his 
findings side 
by side with 
demographic 
research on 
gay people by Gary Gates of the 
Urban Institute in Washington, 
D.C., and discovered that these 
economically flourishing cities are 
also gay-friendly. 

Florida is not suggesting that 
gay people are the brains and tal¬ 
ent driving the new economy - a 
sort of “queer eye” for the finan¬ 
cial sector. What he means is that 
members of the “creative class” - 
both straight and gay - consider 
tolerance of many different kinds 
of people an important factor in 
choosing a place to live. For them, 
gay-friendly cities like Minneapo¬ 
lis and Austin, Texas, are more at¬ 
tractive than, say, Pittsburgh, an 
old manufacturing city dominat¬ 
ed by an aging population and 
largely deserted by the young. “I 
love Pittsburgh dearly,” one 26- 
year-old college graduate recently 
wrote to the local newspaper, but 
noted that he opted to move 
“where the overall societal atti¬ 
tude is more in line with my own 
views.” 

Professor Florida’s theory is in 
sync with what much of the cor¬ 
porate world already knows: toler¬ 
ance can be good for business. In¬ 
deed, if tolerance weren’t a long¬ 
term financial plus, a third of all 
big companies - and the number 
is constantly growing - wouldn’t 
bother to offer antidiscrimination 
policies and domestic-partner 
benefits to their employees. 

Regrettably, government - es¬ 
pecially the current administra¬ 
tion in Washington - has been 
slow to follow the corporate lead, 
and federal policies all too often 


influence local ones. Consider that 
Scott Bloch, the Bush-appointed 
official in charge of investigating 
discrimination in federal work¬ 
places, went so far as to delete all 
references to sexual orientation 
from his office’s Web site and 
handbooks - that is, until Demo¬ 
cratic congressmembers blasted 
his action and the White House 
had to issue a statement rebuking 
him. 

So how can the gay movement 
make use of Professor Florida’s 
work in its quest for social and 
legal equality? Here’s a good ex¬ 
ample: Notoriously gay-unfriend¬ 
ly Cincinnati has a heinous law on 
its books called Article 12, which 
not only allows discrimination 
against gay people, but prevents 
the city from ever passing an an¬ 
tidiscrimination bill. Gay activists 
working to repeal Article 12 have 
found and fostered support from 
local business and civic leaders 
who’ve seen firsthand how Flori¬ 
da’s theory works. 

For example, Proctor & Gam¬ 
ble - the second largest employer 
in Cincinnati and a leading man¬ 
ufacturer of products for home 
and personal care - is on board 
for repeal of the antigay law. Ap¬ 
parently, even this powerhouse 
company is having a hard time at¬ 
tracting talented new college 
graduates. 

“They think Cincinnati is not 
inclusive,” one P&G official told 
reporters, and that reflects badly 
on the company. Which makes 
perfect sense: public opinion polls 
indicate that those in the 18-29 
age bracket are the most gay-sup¬ 
portive, probably because many 
grew up having out gay relatives, 
knowing queer kids at school, or 
watching gay-themed movies and 
TV shows. 

One important path to gay 
civil rights involves finding the 
most effective ways to communi¬ 
cate with and influence potential 
allies, including straight politi¬ 
cians and businesspeople who 
don’t see why they should care 
about issues like same-sex mar¬ 
riage. And in many of these in¬ 
stances, the cliche “money talks” - 
obviously still holds true. ▼

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Bush’s poor numbers 
good news for Boxer

recent California consumer 
confidence poll conducted 
by the Survey and Policy 
Research Institute at San Jose State 
shows President George Bush’s 
California approval ratings having 
dropped from earlier in the year - 
to just 38 percent compared to 49 
percent - in a poll completed 
April 2. The recent numbers not 
only give Republicans little hope 
of the president picking up the 
state’s 55 electoral votes in No¬ 
vember, but also give U.S. Senator 
Barbara Boxer’s (D) re-election 
chances a huge boost. 

Bush political operatives had 
felt they at least had a “possible” 
chance of carrying California, a 
state Bush lost by 1.3 million votes 
in 2000. The new poll not only 
shows his approval rating plum¬ 
meting to 38 percent, but shows a 
“disapproval” rating of 50 percent, 
up from the 40 percent who 
disapproved in January. 

Indeed, the two areas that 
Bush appears to have lost 
confidence are the two 
that his campaign 
thought he was 
strongest in - his han¬ 
dling of the war 
against terror¬ 
ists, and also 
the war in Iraq. 

Credibility is 
also a weak point for the presi¬ 
dent, whose poll numbers went 
through the roof after the terrorist 
attacks during his first year in of¬ 
fice. When California voters were 
asked if “generally speaking, do 
you believe that what President 
Bush tells the American people is 
true?” 48 percent of the state re¬ 
spondents said no, while about 42 
percent said yes. The poll, con¬ 
ducted March 29 to April 2, was 
before Bush held what most ob¬ 
servers felt was an unimpressive 
news conference from the White 
House when he failed, by most ac¬ 
counts, to even come close to re¬ 
assuring the nation that the war in 
Iraq was going well. 

Bush’s April 13 televised prime 
time news conference was only the 
third of his presidency and it be¬ 
came, to me anyway, painfully ob¬ 
vious why he has so few of them. 
Bush managed to in the same 
statement say that “this was a 
tough week” but quickly assured 
reporters that “things are going 
well” in the war against terrorism. 
Excuse me? When asked why he 
and Vice President Dick Cheney 
needed to appear together before 
the September 11 commission, he 
never answered, but quickly 
changed the subject. I think I 
know the answer to that one - ei¬ 
ther he needs Cheney with him to 
make sure his answers are con¬ 
vincing, or he doesn’t know the 
answers, or the answers are so dis¬ 
turbing that he doesn’t want us to 
know. 

Meanwhile, Boxer’s re-election 
is closely tied to the campaign of 
presumptive Democratic nominee 
Senator John Kerry (D-Massa- 
chusetts), and Bush’s dropping 
poll numbers should mean good 
news for the entire California De¬ 
mocratic ticket in November. 

Boxer’s Republican opponent, 
former California Secretary of 
State Bill Jones, has reportedly 
raised less than $2 million since 
declaring his candidacy last De¬ 
cember, and most of that was

spent on the primary, leaving him 
with only about $200,000 on hand 
as of the end of March. Boxer, 
meanwhile, reports that her cam¬ 
paign has raised $1.5 million since 
her last filing in February, bring¬ 
ing her current cash on 
hand to nearly $6 mil¬ 
lion. To further com¬ 
plicate Jones’s prob¬ 
lems, it is now re¬ 
ported that Bush 
campaign operatives 
are seriously thinking 
that California is too 
Democratic, 
despite the 
popularity of 
GOP Gover¬ 
nor Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
and plan to put on only a per¬ 
functory campaign in the state. 
That’s not good news for Jones. 

But it is good news for Boxer, a 
tenacious campaigner. She took 
off the gloves last week and ac¬ 
cused Bush of “taking his eye off 
the ball” in the fight against ter¬ 
rorism, saying that America is less 
safe now than before we attacked 
Iraq. Boxer said the Bush admin¬ 
istration should have “focused like 
a laser beam” on Osama bin 
Laden and his network after the 
9/11 attacks; instead, Bush used 
the terrorist attacks on New York 
and Washington as an excuse to 
take out Saddam Hussein, who 
had nothing to do with the 9/11 
attacks and was found to have no 
weapons of mass destruction that 
Bush declared Hussein was about 
to use in an “imminent attack.” 

“There were more al Qaeda 
operatives in our midst than in all 
of Iraq,” said Boxer, who opposed 
the Senate resolution authorizing 
the use of force in Iraq and who 
was among a dozen senators who 
voted against Bush’s $87 billion 
request to pay for U.S. operations 
in Iraq. Boxer, whose campaign 
thus far has focused on jobs, edu¬ 
cation, healthcare, the environ¬ 
ment, civil rights, and the admin¬ 
istration’s failed economic policy, 
has both Bush and Jones on the 
defense because of Bush’s failing 
war in Iraq and she well knows it. 

Politics and people 

Congrats and best wishes to 
former Supervisor Leslie Katz, 
the newly-elected chair of the San 
Francisco Democratic Party; a 
good choice. 

And more than one politico 
tells me that Supervisor Matt 
Gonzalez is “all about” building 
the Green Party, but is he really 
considering a run as a Green Party 
write-in candidate for state Senate 
against Democrat Carole 
Migden (3rd District) in Novem¬ 
ber? Why do I keep hearing that 


it’s a real possibility for the unpre¬ 
dictable Gonzalez? 

Speaking of supervisors, Chris 
Daly, the supe with the shortest 
fuse in the country, went off on 
yet another temper tantrum last 
week and blew up at some of his 
colleagues at a committee meeting 
over the question of grading the 
city’s restaurants (A,B,C, etc.). At 
least one supe has been heard say¬ 
ing that “this is no longer a joking 
matter; isn’t there possibly an 
anger management class out there 
we can find for this guy?” 

Meanwhile, the honeymoon 
for Mayor Gavin Newsom con¬ 
tinues with his approval rating 
shooting through the ceiling. Me? 
Heck, I admit to being a huge sup¬ 
porter of the guy, but "even his 
biggest admirers know that reality 
(and politics) kick in big time 
around June 1 when the ill-fated 
budget, along with cuts in city ser¬ 
vices and layoffs become a cer¬ 
tainty. 

Both California U.S. Senators 
Dianne Feinstein (D) and Bar¬ 
bara Boxer criticized President 
Bush last week over his having 
seemingly ignored intelligence re¬ 
ports prior to the September 11, 
2001 terrorist attacks, as well as his 
war on Iraq that is quickly turning 
into a Vietnam-type quagmire 
(the number of American soldiers 
killed in this insane war passed the 
700 mark over the weekend). 

Candidates are coming out of 
the woodwork for supervisor in 
District 5 to replace retiring Matt 
Gonzalez. Former Assistant Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Jim Hammer’s 
friends tell me he is set to an¬ 
nounce any day now, and Green 
Party candidates galore are said to 
be ready to jump in as well. 

Bad luck Republicans: Sam 
Walls, a Fort Worth, Texas busi¬ 
nessman whose campaign for a 
seat in the state House of Repre¬ 
sentatives took a nosedive when a 
photo of him in drag appeared 
late in the campaign, was defeated 
last week in the GOP primary. 
Walls, 64, a former Johnson 
County (Forth Worth) Republi¬ 
can chairman and once a party fa¬ 
vorite, had rejected pleas from 
GOP officials to abandon his can¬ 
didacy, saying that his cross-dress¬ 
ing was “a small part of my per¬ 
sonal past” and had been resolved 
to the satisfaction of his family. 
Fellow Republican Rob Orr won 
the primary 60 percent to 40 per¬ 
cent. 

And in Minnesota, a veteran 
GOP state lawmaker from the city 
of Rogers, who had questioned 
the extent of Nazi persecution of 
homosexuals during the Holo¬ 
caust, failed to win his party’s en¬ 
dorsement for re-election. Arlon 
Lindner, a member of the Min¬ 
nesota House of Representatives 
for the past 12 years, complained 
that his inflammatory comments 
and sponsorship of a bill to strip 
gays of protection under the 
state’s human rights law prompt¬ 
ed a campaign to end his political 
career. 

My “Quote of the Week” comes 
from Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld, at a recent Pentagon 
briefing about the war in Iraq: 
“We’re trying to explain how 
things are going, and they are 
going as they are going. Some 
things are going well and some 
things are obviously not going 
well.” (Uh, okay, now we get it, Mr. 
Secretary.)

April 19, 1967 (37 years ago this 
week): The Student Homophile 
League is officially recognized by 
Columbia University. 

jjPfl iven the freedom colleges 

11 often provide to escape the 
lyl restrictions of families and 
hometowns, institutions of high¬ 
er learning have long offered a 
natural opportunity for gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, and transgender 
young people to gather with oth¬ 
ers like themselves. 

The earliest campus gay groups 
emerged in the late 1960s. The first 
such organization, the Student 
Homophile League at Columbia 
University, was founded by bisex¬ 
ual sophomore Stephen Donald¬ 
son (born Robert Martin). The 
group began meeting in the fall of 
1966 and was officially chartered 
by the university on April 19,1967. 

Other SHL chapters soon 
formed at other colleges. Women’s 
movement pioneer and Rubyfruit 
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What were the first 
gay student groups? 


Rita Mae Brown 


Jungle author Rita Mae Brown 
started a chapter at New York Uni¬ 
versity the following year. In 1968, 
chapters were created at Stanford 
and Cornell. The latter was 
founded by Jearld Molden- 
hauer, who later opened 
Toronto’s Glad Day book¬ 
store, and the first faculty 
adviser was radical activist 
priest Daniel Berrigan. 

Stan Tillotson formed an 
SHL chapter at Mass¬ 
achusetts Institute of 
Technology in 1969. 

He later recalled that 
he had trouble finding the re¬ 
quired five gay students to sign the 
group’s charter. “It was easier to 
ask straight friends to sign ‘as a 
favor,’ not to mention a hoot, than 
to convince a gay undergraduate 
that his entire career and future 
weren’t teetering on the edge.” 

The SHL chapters comprised a 
national network, with Donald¬ 
son as shairman. But other early 
campus gay groups existed out¬ 
side the network, including Ho¬ 
mosexuals Intransigent at the City 
College of New York, the Boston 
University Homophile Commit¬ 
tee, and Fight Repression of Erot¬ 
ic Expression (FREE) at the Uni¬ 
versity of Minnesota. 

The early student homophile 
groups sponsored educational 
events, provided support for stu¬ 
dents questioning their sexuality, 
and held events such as dances, 
providing a safe place for students 
to socialize outside of bars. 

According to historian Brett 
Beemyn, by 1971 there were gay 
student organizations at more 
than 175 colleges and universities. 
In those days, many such groups 
adopted a more radical stance 
than the earlier nonstudent ho¬ 
mophile organizations. Gay Liber¬ 
ation Front chapters emerged on 


many campuses, such as the one 
in Boston that evolved out of the 
political action committee of 
MIT’s student league. 

The earliest gay student groups 
were often male-dominated. Les¬ 
bian activist and writer Karla Jay, 
then a student at Columbia’s sis¬ 
ter school, Barnard College, later 
recalled that she had considered 
joining the SHL, “but to me it had 
the off-putting air of a men’s 
club.” Consequently, lesbians 
began holding their own social 
events and starting their own stu¬ 
dent groups. Citing similar feel¬ 
ings of exclusion, bisexual and 
transgender students, in turn, 
formed their own organizations in 
the 1980s and 1990s. 

Today, most universities 
have at least one LGBT stu¬ 
dent organization, and some 
have several (the University 
of California at Berkeley, 
for example, has about a 
dozen). Since 1986, there 
has even been a national 
fraternity, Delta 
Lambda Phi, for “gay, 
bisexual, and pro¬ 
gressive gentlemen.” 

And with young people today 
coming out at ever-earlier ages, 
student groups now exist at many 
high schools and even junior 
highs and middle schools. There 
are more than 2,000 gay-straight 
alliances nationwide, often started 
by students who were forced to go 
to court to win their right to gath¬ 
er and organize. ▼

ap, 1975 Market Street, April 
17, 11:25 a.m.: A clerk no¬ 
ticed that a taxicab had 
parked illegally in front of the 
store.

tinued to walk away, but suddenly, 
the suspect ran after them and 
punched one of the men in his 
face causing his nose to bleed. The 
assailant then ran toward Market 
Street. The second man, seeing his 
friend had been injured, chased 
after the suspect and called 911 on 
his cell phone. As they approached 
Market Street, the suspect sud¬ 
denly turned and threw a bottle at 
him, hitting him in the chest and 
ankle. The man continued to fol¬ 
low the suspect, informing the 911 
dispatcher of their location. As 
they neared Tower Records on 
Market Street, a police officer ar¬ 
rived and arrested the suspect. 
The man, 25, was taken to Mission

Sonoma supes support 
same-sex marriage

aying it is a matter of rights 
and not religion, Sonoma 
County supervisors Tues¬ 
day, April 20 approved a resolu¬ 
tion calling for the courts to 
“strike down any law that 
abridges the right of same-sex 
couples to enter into civil mar¬ 
riages.” 

“This is not a religious or 
moral issue for me,” said 
Petaluma area Supervisor Mike 
Kerns. “It is purely an issue of 
fairness, justice, and equal treat¬ 
ment under the law.” 

The vote was 4-1, with only 
Healdsburg area Supervisor Paul 
Kelley rejecting the proposal. Kel¬ 
ley is a member of a local funda¬ 
mentalist Christian church. 

“In my opinion it’s trying to 
water down the ancient and hon¬ 
orable institution of marriage,” 


Kelley said early in the three-hour 
public hearing. 

But the other supervisors said 
they had no trouble sending the 
state and federal governments a 
message that they oppose a ban 
on same-sex marriages. 

“It’s a very easy call for me,” 
said Santa Rosa and Rohnert Park 
area Supervisor Tim Smith, iden¬ 
tifying himself as a two-time Viet¬ 
nam veteran. “I wouldn’t have 
been there [Vietnam] if I thought 
I was representing a country that 
had different standards for differ¬ 
ent people. Do I want to perpetu¬ 
ate what I think is a mistake?” 

The other supervisors sup¬ 
porting the measure were Valerie 
Brown from Sonoma and Mike 
Reilly, supervisor for the sprawl¬ 
ing west county, which includes 
Guerneville, Sebastopol, and the 
coast. Reilly had proposed the res¬ 
olution in the face of President

in our case made that clear. On the 
other hand, though, I believe that 
Kevin doesn’t pose a threat to so¬ 
ciety and that he, like so many 
other lifers caught up in this polit¬ 
ical Catch-22 and have done their 
time, deserves to go home. I hope 
that Governor Schwarzenegger 
will have the fortitude to change 
this prison and parole system for 
the better and get California out of 
this unfortunate and expensive 
mess.” 

Smith, also openly gay, suffers 
from AIDS, cancer, heart disease, 


and Parkinson’s disease. Former 
Governor Gray Davis blocked 
Smith’s parole but the courts over¬ 
turned Davis’s decision. 

Leigh was among only about 3 
percent of eligible prisoners 
whose paroles were approved by 
the Board of Prison Terms last 
year. Since taking office in No¬ 
vember, Schwarzenegger has al¬ 
lowed for the release of 23 out of 
the 73 cases that the BPT sent to 
his desk for final review. Davis 
only allowed for the release of 
eight of the 294 cases that he re¬ 
viewed during the five years he 
was governor. Davis granted most 
of those releases during his last 
year in office. ▼

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Conference questions HIV prevention

C alling into question federal 
health officials’ new “Ad¬ 
vancing HIV Prevention” 
initiative, the leader of the nation’s 
largest AIDS advocacy group 
warned as long as national health 
policies focus solely on HlV-posi- 
tive people, the nation will never 
be able to end the epidemic. 

“We blame people for getting 
infected. We don’t have the dis¬ 
cussion about the social behaviors 
behind why people get infected. 
Instead they look at us as vectors 
and not as full people. We need to 
change that approach,” said Terje 
Anderson, executive director of 
the National Association of Peo¬ 
ple with AIDS, at the fourth an¬ 
nual UCSF Center for AIDS Pre¬ 
vention conference. 

Invited to speak at the opening 
of the conference held Friday, 
April 16 in San Francisco, Ander¬ 
son noted it was a year to the day 
since Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention and Department 
of Health and Human Services of¬ 
ficials announced the new tactics 
they would push for stemming the 
spread of HIV and AIDS. The new 
plan focuses primarily on testing 
and prevention methods for posi¬ 
tive people and their partners. 

Anderson questioned the logic 
behind promoting HIV testing to 
alert people to their serostatus yet 
at the same time not funding 
healthcare programs for those 
people. 

“There is no plan to bring into 
care or treatment the thousands of 


people they say they want to know 
their status. It is not going to re¬ 
duce new infections,” asserted An¬ 
derson, himself an HIV-positive 
gay man. 

He also warned the new initia¬ 
tive is a stealth way for conserva¬ 
tives to defund community 
groups such as the Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject, which has been the target of 
Republicans in Washington D.C. 
for years. While the CDC says it 
wants to promote prevention for 
positives, the Stop AIDS Project’s 
own programs targeting positive 
men lost their funding last fall. If 
not for city funding, those pro¬ 
grams would have already been 
forced to shut down. 

As Anderson pointed out, in 
the new AHP there is “no mention 
of anything that happens in the 
community, nothing that happens 
outside of a closed door medical 
setting.” 

While he acknowledged know¬ 
ing “your HIV status is real power. 
We believe in that. We believe in 
prevention for positives,” Ander¬ 
son attacked the AHP because “it 
was designed in secret by bureau¬ 
crats with no consultation with 
people who are positive.” 

Federal health authorities were 
not the only ones to face criticism 
at the conference, entitled “Broad¬ 
ening the HIV Prevention Land¬ 
scape.” CAPS codirector Cynthia 
Gomez challenged the healthcare 
industry to put the resources 
needed behind efforts to find new 
ways to fight HIV. 

“Is anybody tired of the con¬ 
dom?” she asked the gathering of 
AIDS agency leaders, scientists,

AIDS lobbyists, and outreach 
workers. “If we could come up 
with a new technology as success¬ 
ful as Viagra, certainly we can 
come up with something better 
than the condom. Let’s push for 
new technologies.” 

Darrell Wheeler, a Hunter Col¬ 
lege School of Social Work profes¬ 
sor, who is black and gay, called on 
his colleagues to return to the be¬ 
ginning of the AIDS epidemic, 
when prevention did not answer 
to research but to the activism and 
advocacy efforts in the early 1980s. 

“Let’s go back to those origins.

We got a little mission drift. There 
is a lot of research going on that 
somehow forgot about some of 
those pieces,” he said. 

Too many times, Wheeler said, 
researchers focus on pathology 
and miss opportunities to delve 
deeper into the reasons behind 
people’s behavior. As an example, 
he pointed out that health officials 
know 30 percent of African Amer¬ 
ican men in some urban areas are 
HIV-positive. 

“But what do we know about 
the two-thirds of African Ameri¬ 
cans who aren’t infected? What we 
do we know about those two- 
thirds and their partners who 
aren’t infected?” Wheeler asked. 

Arguing that prevention needs 
to address more than just the per¬ 
sonal behaviors of HIV-positive 
people, he also warned “there is 
not going to be a silver bullet that 
gets us out of this epidemic. Sta¬ 
bilizing the community is not 
going to be about condom distri¬ 
bution.” 

Using the CDC’s own num¬ 
bers, Anderson questioned if the 
overall approach of focusing en¬ 
tirely on positive people was ap¬ 
propriate. According to the CDC, 
there are 900,000 positive people 
in the United States with 40,000 
new infections each year. 

“That is good news,” argued 
Anderson. “It means 95 percent of 
HIV-positive people are not trans¬ 
mitting the virus.” 

Of the 700,000 people who 
know their status, they accounted 
for only 16,000 transmissions of 



the virus. Out of the 200,000 peo¬ 
ple unaware of their status, the 
CDC estimates they account for 
24,000 transmissions, a 12 percent 
transmission rate. 

As Anderson pointed out, 
“among people who know their 
status, there is a 2 percent trans¬ 
mission rate. What a testament to 
people who are HIV-positive.” 

Anderson said he fears the ap¬ 
proaches being taken right now 
with prevention for positives will 
only stigmatize positive people at 
the federal level. 

“It immediately places blame 
on positive people’s shoulders. 
What about the partners of peo¬ 
ple who are positive?” he asked. 
“People who are negative or of 
unknown status need to have re¬ 
sponsibility.” 

He also attacked the CDC for 
not explaining how it intends to 
ensure that the people who are 
identified as being positive receive 
the healthcare they will need. 

“Who will ensure they see a 
doctor once they are diagnosed? 
With growing ADAP waiting lists, 
flat funding proposals for Ryan 
White, and funding cuts at the 
state and local levels, where is the 
discussion where all these people 
we are going to identify get med¬ 
ical care?” he asked. 

Questioning how new this lat¬ 
est HIV prevention effort truly is, 
Anderson said it reminds him of 
the AIDS health messages from 
1985, when the CDC advised peo¬ 
ple to know your partner, avoid 
exchange of bodily fluids, and 
don’t have sex with people who 
have AIDS. 

“They are going back to this 
kind of crap. Rather than doing 
new strategies they are going back 
to the beginning of the epidemic,” 
he said. 

What is needed, Anderson ar¬ 
gued, is a redefinition of what pre¬ 
vention is in America, so that it in¬ 
cludes healthcare, housing, sub¬ 
stance abuse, mental health, self¬ 
esteem, and domestic violence. 

“These are prevention ser¬ 
vices,” he said. 

In addition, Anderson said the 
U.S. needs to develop a new vision 
of a positive sexuality. 

“We deal with assaults daily on 
our sexuality. We need to con¬ 
struct a positive sexual life for 
people who are positive,” he said. 
“We need to have a vision of a fu¬ 
ture of a life not just focused on 
our HIV infection. I want young 
people with HIV to know they can 
grow up to be a senator or a busi¬ 
ness owner, and not just an HIV 
prevention outreach worker.” T 
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Confusing ruling on marriage in

y|| anning same-sex marriage is 
ME a violation of Article I, Sec- 
laP tion 20 of the Oregon Con¬ 
stitution that guarantees “equal 
privileges and immunities for all,” 
according to a ruling Tuesday, 
April 20 by Multnomah County 
Circuit Judge Frank Bearden. 

He declared that the 3,022 mar¬ 
riage licenses already issued to gay 
and lesbian couples were legally 
valid, but at the same time he or¬ 
dered the county to suspend issuing 
new licenses to same-sex couples. 

Bearden gave the state Legisla¬ 
ture 90 days from the start of its 
next session to either adapt exist¬ 
ing law to include gays or shape a 
Vermont-style civil union mea¬ 
sure that would afford those same 
“privileges and immunities.” If it 
does not do so, the county, which 
includes the city of Portland, may 
again begin to issue marriage li¬ 
censes to same-sex couples. 

“These are the first legally rec¬ 
ognized gay marriages in the 
country,” said David Fidanque, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the American 
Civil Liberties Union of Oregon, 
which brought the suit on behalf 
of nine gay and lesbian couples. 

“The court rightly recognized 
that same-sex couples are dis¬ 
criminated against by the state in 
marriage,” Fidanque said. But he 
criticized the decision for leaving 
open the possibility of creating 
civil unions. “You can’t use the law 
to say one group of Americans is 
not as good as another.” 

“We are hopeful that Oregon 
will give same-sex couples equal 
access to marriage - and all the 


rights it bestows,” said Cheryl 
Jacques, president of the Human 
Rights Campaign. 

Defense of Marriage Coalition 
attorney Kelly Clark was pleased 
with the decision because it moves 
gay marriage into the Legislature 
for “a reasoned, dignified public 
debate about these issues.” 

The Oregon Legislature is 
scheduled to meet in special ses¬ 
sion in June to deal with issues of 
tax reform, but it is unclear 
whether that session will take 
place or be canceled. 

All parties in the case had an¬ 
ticipated from the outset that the 
case would be appealed on an ex¬ 
pedited basis to the Oregon 
Supreme Court; the only question 
is whether it will bypass or go 
through an intermediary appeals 
court. 

The hearing 

The speed of the decision sur¬ 
prised many, who had anticipated 
a ruling by the end of the week, on 
April 23. 

Gay rights advocates and tradi¬ 
tional marriage defenders had 
made their cases in the Portland 
courtroom only a few days earlier, 
on April 16. 

Bearden said that summary 
judgment motions generally are 
based upon the submitted briefs, 
in this case totaling 300 pages, and 
seldom is there an opportunity for 
oral arguments. He thought the 
case so unique and important, as 
is the need for “public awareness 
every step of the way,” that he 
scheduled two hours of arguments 
for the parties to make their cases. 

ACLU attorney Kenneth Y. Choe 
spoke on behalf of the gay and les¬ 


bian couples challenging the ban. He 
said the 1998 Tanner decision ruled 
that discrimination against same- 
sex couples was unconstitutional in 
terms of benefits for state employ¬ 
ees. Choe added, “The exclusion of 
same-sex couples from marriage 
also discriminates against individu¬ 
als based on their gender. Whether 
an individual can marry his or her 
partner depends on whether he or 
she is male or female.” 

The state’s attorney, Stephen K. 
Bushong, argued that there are 
different ways to achieve the ben¬ 
efits of marriage denied gay and 
lesbian couples, and the Legisla¬ 
ture is the proper place to deter¬ 
mine how and under what name 
access to those benefits might be 
achieved. 

Clark, representing social con¬ 
servative groups, said that the 
framers of the Oregon Constitu¬ 
tion never envisioned same-sex 
marriage in 1857 and that original 
intent should be honored. Mar¬ 
riage is for procreation, he assert¬ 
ed; “By definition, every hetero¬ 
sexual marriage - at least theoret¬ 
ically - has the biological capabil¬ 
ity of producing children.” He 
urged the court not to engage in 
“a massive social experiment.” 

“Does that mean that every¬ 
body who gets married and after 
five years doesn’t have a child, they 
are going to get their marriage li¬ 
cense revoked?” joked plaintiff Dr. 
Stephen Knox, during the hearing. 

Later in his rebuttal Choe said 
under current state law and poli¬ 
cies, “all couples who bring chil¬ 
dren into their families are ex¬ 
pressly afforded the same rights 
and benefits” regardless of 
whether they come through tradi¬ 


tional procreation, artificial 
means, or adoption. 

What the plaintiffs seek is a log¬ 
ical extension of coverage of basic 
rights that have been extended to 
women and minorities since the 
Oregon Constitution was written. 
Choe said the separate but equal 
alternative that Bushong suggest¬ 
ed would not work. 

Agnes Sowle, representing 
Multnomah County, said the 
county was only carrying out its 
administrative functions as re¬ 
quired by the state constitution in 
issuing marriage licenses to same- 
sex couples. 

She lit into the state, charging, 
“It’s obvious that the state is pri¬ 
marily interested in getting the 
county to stop issuing the mar¬ 
riage licenses.... The state asks, re¬ 
ally, for no more than court-or¬ 
dered discrimination.... They are 
really asking for an injunction ... 
without proving all of the ele¬ 
ments that are required in Oregon 
to prove before an injunction is 
entitled to be issued.” 

Massachusetts 

In Massachusetts, Governor 
Mitt Romney (R) is seeking emer¬ 
gency legal authority from the 
Legislature to ask the Supreme Ju¬ 
dicial Court to delay its ruling on 
gay marriage until the process of 
amending the state Constitution 
to prohibit it plays out. Attorney 
General Tom Reilly, a Democrat, 
has refused to make such a peti¬ 
tion. Few observers believe that 
the Legislature will act on Rom¬ 
ney’s request. 

State officials are preparing the 
documentation and training for 
county clerks to begin issuing

marriage licenses to same-sex 
couples on May 17. 

An obscure law prevents out of 
state couples from marrying if the 
law of their home state prohibits 
such unions. It was passed in 1913 
to limit interracial marriage. Reil¬ 
ly has said that clerks should abide 
by that archaic law, at least for the 
38 states that have passed versions 
of a defense of marriage act. 

Some of the town clerks have 
said they won’t go along with that. 
“It’s not part of marriage law to 
challenge people,” said Worcester 
city clerk David Rushford. “We 
don’t ask for ID, we don’t ask for 
birth certificates, divorce papers, 
or death certificates, and this is the 
practice throughout the Com¬ 
monwealth.” 

“We’ve never been the mar¬ 
riage police with heterosexual 
couples and we’re not about to 
start with same-sex couples,” said 
Keith Bergman, town manager of 
Provincetown. A number of gay 
and lesbian couples have already 
booked their nuptials’at the pop¬ 
ular gay resort town. ▼

roes are not there yet on gay mar¬ 
riage ” said Jacques. “If we have an 
open door in the White House we 
are light years ahead of George 
Bush.” 

HRC national board member 
Scott Wiener, a local attorney and 
co-chair of the LGBT Communi¬ 
ty Center board, agreed the orga¬ 
nization should fully support 
Kerry’s campaign. While he said, 
“I don’t agree with everything 
Kerry has done on gay marriage,” 
nevertheless, “HRC should en¬ 
dorse Kerry.” 

In town to network, fundraise, 
and meet with Mayor Gavin New¬ 
som, whom she considers a hero, 
Jacques first met with 100 HRC 
members gathered at Citizen 
Cupcake, a new cafe and wine bar 
set to open this spring on the third 
floor of the Virgin Megastore on 
Market Street. The cafe will be op¬ 
erated by Elizabeth Falkner, the 
out lesbian owner of Citizen Cake 
in Hayes Valley. 

On Monday, April 19, Jacques 
met with Newsom to thank him 
for being a hero to the LGBT com¬ 
munity, as well as her twin sons, 
Timmy and Tommy, who turned 
2 on April 5, she is raising with her 
partner, Jennifer Chrisler. 

“I look at Gavin Newsom and 
my kids and other people’s kids 
will be studying about his leader¬ 
ship and others who - have fol¬ 
lowed suit in this country in their 
social studies books,” Jacques told 
the Bay Area Reporter during a 30- 
minute interview Saturday, April 
17. “I intend to ask him to help 
educate other elected officials 
around this country and the pub¬ 
lic around this country” of the im- 
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portance of full marriage equality 
for same-sex couples. 

Jacques told the crowd earlier 
that night that it is essential gay 
rights advocates educate not only 
the country but the gay commu¬ 
nity about the difference between 
marriage and civil unions. 

After HRC commissioned a 
poll of the LGBT community, 
Jacques said the organization was 
shocked to learn that “25 percent 
of our community thought you 
could already get married. The 
misinformation in our communi¬ 
ty is extraordinary.” 

Set aside differences 

She also said the gay commu¬ 
nity needs to set aside its differ¬ 
ences with Kerry because LGBT 
Americans have more to lose if 
Bush wins another term as presi¬ 
dent. Citing the likelihood that the 
next president will appoint three 
people to lifetime terms on the 
U.S. Supreme Court, Jacques 
warned those justices could over¬ 
turn the groundbreaking decision 
of Lawrence v. Texas, which struck 
down the country’s antigay 
sodomy laws, and Roe v. Wade, 
which legalized abortion. 

“I think John Kerry will be a 
fabulous candidate and I hope I 
get a chance to work with him,” 
said Jacques, a former Massachu¬ 
setts state senator who resigned 
from office in January to lead 
HRC. 

Jacques, who is making 
$225,000 a year in her new role, 
created a “marriage war room” at 
HRC’s new headquarters in the 
capital, which she said runs “24 
hours, seven days a week.” Head¬ 
ing up the war room is Hilary 
Rosen, the partner of former HRC 
President Elizabeth Birch and the 
past CEO of the Recording Indus¬ 
try Association of America. 
Jacques asked Rosen, who retired 
from the RIAA in June 2003, to be 
the organization’s lead strategist 
on the marriage issue. 

Under Rosen’s direction, HRC 
will soon launch what Jacques 
called CPC, the Campaign to Pro¬ 
tect the Constitution. Its target: 
ensuring 34 senators do not sign 
on to the Federal Marriage 
Amendment, which would outlaw 
gay marriage in the United States 
Constitution. 

With Republicans dominating 
the House of Representatives, the 
best chance of defeating the FMA 
is in the Senate. If the FMA were 
to be voted out of Congress, ajiti- 
gay activists only need 38 states to 
ratify it. As Jacques pointed out, 
“39 states already have a DOM A” 
or defense of marriage act that de¬ 
fines marriage as solely between a 
man and a woman. 

“The issuance on May 17 of 
marriage licenses in Massachu¬ 
setts will ramp this up in the Sen¬ 
ate. If this gets out of Congress 
this will move like wildfire,” 
Jacques warned. In addition, she 
said Republicans are pushing for a 
vote before the Democratic con¬ 
vention in July. 

“They want to put Kerry on 
the* spot,” she said. “This is a real 
threat. It is all the senators are 
talking about.” 

The CPC strategy is taking a 
two-pronged approach, first to re¬ 
cruit conservatives to denounce 
the FMA as an unwarranted at¬ 
tack on the Constitution and sec¬ 
ond to educate Americans about 
the federal DOMA, which pro¬ 
tects states from having to recog¬ 
nize gay marriages performed in 
other states. 

.“We are reaching out to the 
most unlikely of allies like Bob 
Barr” - the conservative Republi¬ 
can former congressman behind 
the federal DOMA. “We want to 
drive home the message to other 
conservatives that a true conserv¬ 
ative doesn’t mess with the Con¬ 


stitution. That message is work¬ 
ing,” Jacques said. “Nobody 
knows there is a federal DOMA. 
When we tell them that they get 
annoyed or angry. We want them 
to get on the phone to tell their 
senator, ‘Can you get off this al¬ 
ready.’” 

Uphill battle 

It is by all accounts an uphill 
battle for gay rights groups. When 
asked if HRC had the 34 senators 
it needed to defeat the measure, 
Jacques declined to disclose how 
many votes it had locked up 
among the 48 Democrats, 51 Re¬ 
publicans, and one independent 
in the Senate. 

“We have a good number of 
senators and congresspeople who 
want to be with us. I say it careful¬ 
ly like that because it doesn’t mean 
they are with us. They are tenta¬ 
tively with us,” she said. “If the 
package, if the language changes 
at all, if something is put into it, a 
comma is changed, an ‘I’ is moved 
or whatever, we get into some very 
dangerous waters.” 

She credits such a scenario for 
passage of the antigay marriage 
amendment in Massachusetts. 
During the recent constitutional 
convention in that state, state law¬ 
makers approved outlawing gay 
marriage while allowing for civil 
unions. 

“The votes were there to stop a 
straight denial of marriage bene¬ 
fits, a DOMA, then they started 
tinkering with the language and 
the votes started dropping off. We 
have the exact same problem in 
Washington,” warned Jacques. 
“And I am not going to tell you 
numbers only, I don’t want to lay 
out our strategy for the other 
side.” 

Barred by state law from lob¬ 
bying her former colleagues in the 
Massachusetts Statehouse, some 
have criticized Jacques for leaving 
her state Senate seat to lead HRC. 
They contend she could have 
helped rally lawmakers there to 
defeat the antigay amendment. 

Asked if postponing her step¬ 
ping down would have made a 
difference, Jacques responded, 
“No, sadly. I hate to even have to 
admit that.” 

The amendment passed by five 
votes, Jacques pointed out, and 
after leading the fight two years 
ago against a constitutional 
amendment, she said her fellow 
lawmakers already “knew where I 
stood on this, they understood my 
reason and passion.” 

She instead places the blame 
on Republican Governor Mitt 
Romney, a Mormon who has 
worked tirelessly to see that the 
state does not marry any same-sex 
couples. 

“He got the most unlikely of 
people, even the sponsor of the 
DOMA constitutional amend¬ 
ment, to vote for this discrimina¬ 
tory compromise. He has a na¬ 
tional agenda of running for pres¬ 
ident and to defeat gay marriage 
that goes well beyond Massachu¬ 
setts,” contended Jacques. “It is 
also important to know this is just 
one vote in Massachusetts. It is a 
disappointing vote but we live to 
fight another day. I believe a lot 
will change in a year as gay cou¬ 
ples get married in Massachu¬ 
setts.” 

Pointing to the slim margin by 
which the measure passed, Jacques 
believes when lawmakers vote on 
the measure a second time, the ar¬ 
guments will be different. 

“There will be a whole other 
conversation. It will not be a hy¬ 
pothetical anymore. It will be 
about breaking up loving, com¬ 
mitted families. And then even if 
that vote happens, it has to go to 
the ballot, which is two years away. 
We are going to win this thing in 
Massachusetts,” she said. ▼ 
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Son comes out, 
dad mouths off

amiel Terry told his coming 
out story in the pages of the 
May issue of Out magazine. 
As the 24-year-old son of one of 
the most vocal and prominent an¬ 
tiabortion leaders who has now 
taken to crusading against homo¬ 
sexuality, it was not your typical 
story. 

Randall Terry, the father, fired 
back in a column in the conserva¬ 
tive Washington Times , on April 
13. And both Terrys had their say - 
in separate interviews with the 
news editor of the religious/spiri¬ 
tual Web site www.beliefnet.com. 

Jamiel Terry said he knew he 
was different from an early age 
and began fooling around with 
male friends when he was a 
teenager. But being the son of the 
man who had founded Operation 
Rescue - the group’s goal is to shut 
down abortion clinics - was hard¬ 
ly conducive to admitting to or 
discussing being gay. Dad was not 
exactly prime material to start a 
PFLAG chapter. 

Still, Jamiel Terry loved and 
adored his father, describing him 
in the article as “probably one of 
the most engaging men I have 
ever met.” He worked with him 
trying to stop the enactment of 
civil unions in Vermont and pro¬ 
tected Randall Terry’s reputation 
when the parents sought a di¬ 
vorce. The bond remains strong,

even after coming out they still 
speak regularly on the phone. 

Randall Terry glowered with 
righteous indignation when he 
wrote in the Times , “Most painful 
to me as a dad is that my son pros¬ 
tituted my name for $5,000; he 
sold out our family’s privacy for 
cold cash.” 

The son told beliefnet the pay¬ 
ment was less. Originally, his story 
was to have been in the form of an 
interview and there would have 
been no payment, but it evolved 
into a freelance assignment to tell 
his tale in his own voice, for Out's 
standard fee. 

Jamiel Terry said he wrote it, 
not for the cash but “for my own 
journey, I felt I needed to come 
out. Most of our family friends 


had no idea that I was gay, and 
most of my mother’s side of the 
family didn’t know.” 

“My son is their latest homo¬ 
sexual ‘trophy,’” Randall Terry 
wrote in the Times. “What they 
aren’t telling - and this grieves me 
to the core - is that his life is in 
shambles. He was recently arrest¬ 
ed for DWI; he’s writing bad 
checks on a closed bank account; 
he dropped out of school a year 
ago; he doesn’t have a job; he 
bounces from house to house ...” 

Jamiel Terry acknowledged 
having had some problems but 
minimized their extent. He passed 
up the opportunity to strike back 
at his father in the beliefnet inter¬ 
view, calling him “A phenomenal 
father. I could not have asked for a 
better father.” 

He explained his father’s writ¬ 
ten vitriol as “doing it out of love. 
He’s doing it because he feels that 
that’s what he has to do to ‘save 
me.’ So I don’t even hate him for 
that but it just hurts me.” 

Randall Terry confirmed that 
in his interview. “If I love my son, 
I can’t say to him, ‘Hey, you’re 
committing suicide on the install¬ 
ment plan. This is a great 
lifestyle.’” He trotted out long de¬ 
bunked rhetoric of the religious 
right, “The average death age of a 
male homosexual is 42 years old 
because of disease, because of sui¬ 
cide, because of alcoholism, be¬ 
cause of drugs, because of vio¬ 
lence.” T

ing financial situation. The legisla¬ 
tion would allow same-sex couples 
to file joint tax returns and could 
mean a hit to the state’s treasury. 

With the bill up for a vote dur¬ 
ing an election year, electoral pol¬ 
itics will also come into play as the 
Democratic-controlled Legisla¬ 
ture debates the bill. Several De¬ 
mocratic members of the Legisla¬ 
ture, including Assemblymen Le- 
land Yee (D-San Francisco) and 
Joe Nation (D-San Rafael) - coau¬ 
thors of the marriage bill - have 
said the issue could hurt Democ¬ 
rats up for re-election. 

One indication of the politick¬ 
ing behind the marriage bill: it 
was not officially assigned from 
the Rules Committee to the Judi¬ 
ciary Committee for a Hearing 
until last Thursday, only five days 
prior to being heard and just days 
before a deadline for the legisla¬ 
tion to be voted on by lawmakers. 
As concern grew that the bill 
would die in the Rules Commit¬ 
tee, gay rights supporters flooded 
the offices of Assembly Speaker 
Fabian Nunez (D-Los Angeles) 
and Rules Committee Chair 
Cindy Montanez (D-San Fernan¬ 
do), a coauthor of the bill, with 
phone calls and e-mails. 

In a preemptive strike against 
antigay activists who mobilized 
supporters to oppose the bill 
Tuesday, ministers, priests, and 
other people of faith supportive of 
gay marriage swarmed the State- 
house Monday, meeting with leg¬ 
islators and holding a news con¬ 
ference to push for equal marriage 
rights for same-sex couples.

Methodists and the United 
Church of Christ have all en¬ 
dorsed the measure. The board of 
directors of the Northern Califor¬ 
nia/Nevada Conference of the- 
United Church of Christ has also 
endorsed the bill. 

Numerous cities have also 
passed resolutions either endors¬ 
ing the measure or supporting gay 
marriage, including Los Angeles, 
Oakland, San Francisco, Santa 
Cruz, and West Hollywood. 

In recent days supporters have 
targeted members of the Judicia¬ 
ry Committee with calls to pass 
the bill, particularly committee 
chair Assemblywoman Ellen Cor¬ 
bett (D-San Leandro), the focus of 
a Marriage Equality Action Alert 
sent out late Monday. The Lamb¬ 
da Letters Project, a statewide gay 
lobbying group, estimated its 
members sent 11,000 letters and 
e-mails to Assembly members. 

Voting in favor of the bill, Cor¬ 
bett said, “I think it is important 
to note that we as the Legislature 
have the ability to make the laws, 
and in fact I do believe that it is 
definitely within our jurisdiction 
to define what is marriage.” 

Assemblywoman Patricia Bates 
(R-Laguna Niguel), who voted 
against the measure, disagreed. In¬ 
stead she argued that the courts 
should decide the issue of same- 
sex marriage before it is taken up 
by the Legislature. 

The San Francisco Superior 
Court and the state Supreme Court 
will hear arguments in gay mar¬ 
riage lawsuits this summer. The 
cases stem from Mayor Gavin 
Newsom’s decision to begin mar¬ 
rying gay and lesbian couples on 
February 12. After more than 4,000 
same-sex couples wed, antigay 
groups and state Attorney General 
Bill Lockyer were successful in ob¬ 
taining stays against further mar¬ 
riage licenses being issued until the 
courts decide on the matter. 

It is unclear how a pro-gay 
marriage ruling by either judicial 
body would impact the way law¬ 
makers vote on the bill, though if 
gay lawmakers and lobbying 
groups can muster support for the 
bill and pass it out of the Legisla¬ 


ture, there is a likelihood it could 
become law. 

During a March appearance on 
the Tonight Show with Jay Leno, 
Republican Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, long described as 
being gay-friendly, indicated that 
gay marriage would be “fine with 
me” if voters or the courts changed 
state law to permit the unions. 

However, Schwarzenegger has 
yet to take a stand on the legisla¬ 
tion, and during the recall cam¬ 
paign, aides indicated he would 
not have signed AB205. 

Gay rights activists argue mo¬ 
mentum is on their side and point 
to the recent news that state Sena¬ 
tor Pete Knight (R-Palmdale), the 
Legislature’s most vocal opponent 
to gay rights, would not work to 
block passage of the marriage bill. 
In a meeting with EQCA and in 
remarks to a reporter, Knight ac¬ 
knowledged there wasn’t much he 
could do to stop Leno’s bill if De¬ 
mocrats support it. ▼

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laboration with the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce, the 
Mayor’s Office of Community 
Development, and the Golden 
Gate Business Association. He will 
receive $80,000 a year in his new 
position. 

Executive Director Thom 
Lynch said that Stram’s duties will 
include developing opportunities 
for LGBT owned businesses, in¬ 
cluding small business loans and 
technical expertise. He will also 
spearhead the center’s outreach to 
financial institutions to support 
this “first in the nation” program 
geared to the queer community. 

Lynch said he expects Stram to 
begin working on loan packages 
within 60 days and hopes to see 
about 10 loans completed within 
the next six months. 

“One of the goals of this pro¬ 
gram is to create jobs in the com¬ 
munity, so we are going to look at 
the number of jobs that are creat¬ 
ed,” as one measure of success, said 


Lynch. “Now the goals will be mod¬ 
est. How many jobs, I don’t know 
yet. I would expect to see it go up 
very quickly probably after a year.” 

In announcing Stram’s hiring, 
Lynch said, “This is a vital program 
for our community. We must do 
everything we can to build a vi¬ 
brant financial foundation for all of 
our members so that we can ensure 
our city’s identity as a wonderful 
place to create a life for members of 
the LGBT community. People must 
be able to have a place to live, have 
jobs, and build for their future.” 

Lynch added, “Ken is an ideal 
person to lead this innovative pro¬ 
gram.” 

The program came to the cen¬ 
ter through working with openly 
gay Supervisor Bevan Dufty and 
the Mayor’s Office of Community 
Development. Dufty hailed 
Stram’s selection as a great choice. 

“His background with the U.S. 
Small Business Administration as 
well as our own GGBA demon¬ 
strates Ken’s breadth of experience 
and skills. This NEDO will be a 
wonderful catalyst for positive 
change, economic empowerment, 


and opportunity. I look forward 
to working with Ken and Thom,” 
said Dufty. 

The program is the first Neigh¬ 
borhood Economic Development 
Organization to focus on the 
needs of the LGBT community.

Sonoma 
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Bush’s call to pass a constitution¬ 
al amendment limiting marriage 
to opposite-sex couples. 

Although the four supervisors 
had already announced their in¬ 
tention to support the resolution, 
the chambers were jammed Tues¬ 
day morning with audience mem¬ 
bers who came to offer their opin¬ 
ions on the issue. More than 50 
people spoke, with more than half 
of them opposing the resolution. 

Linda Fortunati, who identi¬ 
fied herself as a 36-year-old who 
has lived in Santa Rosa all her life, 
defended heterosexual marriage 
as the only legitimate union. 

“Homosexuality is wrong and 
it’s a destructive lifestyle,” she 
said. “Anything counterfeit hurts 
the real thing.” 

Many of the speakers on both 
sides of the issue were religious 
leaders. Several pastors and the 
rabbi of a local reform congrega¬ 
tion said there was nothing in 
their religions to prevent same- 
sex couples from enjoying the 
same rights as heterosexual cou¬ 
ples. 

“There are other religious 
voices. Homosexuality is a minor 
biblical issue,” said the Reverend 
Gene Nelson of the Sebastopol 
Community Church. “Jesus got in 
trouble all the time for his inclu¬ 
siveness. The idea that people 
would exclude others in Jesus’s 
name blows me away.” 

Rabbi George Gittleman of 
Congregation Shomrei Torah 
agreed. 


“I am married with two chil¬ 
dren,” Gittleman said. “Frankly, I 
look forward to the day when the 
government is out of the mar¬ 
riage business completely. Noth¬ 
ing excludes gay and lesbian cou¬ 
ples from the blessing of mar¬ 
riage. In America, what right does 
the government have to interpret 
scripture into law?” 

Robert Hernandez, pastor of 
Potter House Church in Santa 
Rosa, disagreed. 

“This is a moral issue. It is 
clearly condemned in scripture as 
an abominable lifestyle. It [the 
resolution] is an arrogant as¬ 
sumption this council [the super¬ 
visors] would make,” he said. 


Representatives from most of 
Sonoma County’s state and feder¬ 
al elected officials read letters sup¬ 
porting the resolution. Openly 
lesbian Sebastopol Mayor Linda 
Kelly said her city council unani¬ 
mously approved a similar reso¬ 
lution in March. 

State Senator John Burton (D- 
San Francisco), who represents 
southern Sonoma County as well 
as Marin and San Francisco, sent 
a letter pointing out that he had 
introduced a bill supporting 
same-sex marriage several years 
ago, and it was defeated. 

“I don’t know what the big 
deal was then, and I don’t know 
what it is now,” his letter read.T

and use of alcohol.”

“leave Danton.” In what’s been de¬ 
scribed as a sobbing confession 
recording, Danton decided to 
have him killed instead. 

“None of those things have 
anything to do with this,” Frost 
said. “Once this story comes out, 
people are going to realize it’s a 
simple thing. Psychologically, 
Mike’s not where he needs to be. 
He’s in a state of depression. He’s 
in a state of paranoia. There was 
no fear of [Blues general manager] 
Larry Pleau. No fear of a gay lover.”

writers, agents, the NHL, and oth¬ 
ers seem more comfortable deal¬ 
ing with a potential murder con¬ 
spirator than a gay murder con¬ 
spirator. “A simple thing.” 

Danton’s agent, in a last-ditch 
effort to save whatever shreds of his 
client’s career, claims that Danton’s 
okay, just, well, insane. But not gay. 

The “acquaintance” has been 
identified as Danton’s roommate, 
boyfriend, and father in different 
media sources. 

So, is this really a gay story? Is 
“the acquaintance” his lover or his 
father? If he is his lover, why did 
he identify himself as Danton’s fa¬ 
ther? If he is Danton’s father, why 
did Reuters identify him as Dan¬ 
ton’s lover? 

Gay media claims he’s gay, hot 
that we should claim him, but 
simply that they think the straight 
corporate media is closeting an 
athlete, as if being gay is still worse 
than being a killer. 

Bernie Miklasz of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch conjectured that 
“Because of the FBI’s cryptic 
wording in its affidavit on the 
Danton case, there was premature 
speculation about the nature of 
Danton’s relationship with the 
male ‘acquaintance’ - the intended 
target of the alleged murder 
scheme. Some media outlets, in¬ 
cluding those that serve the gay 
community, immediately and per¬ 
haps falsely assumed Danton was 
involved in a homosexual rela¬ 
tionship. And multiple sources 
have told the St. Louis Post-Dis¬ 
patch that it isn’t true.” 

On Tuesday, three St. Louis 
media outlets named Frost as the 
man Danton wanted killed. 

Actually, it’s more than those 
that “serve the gays” who are spin¬ 
ning this tawdry tale lavender. 
What’s interesting is the amount 
of straight sports writers claiming 
unnamed sources proving his het¬ 
erosexuality. 

Kevin Jennings of the Homo¬ 
phobia in Sports project, the Gay, 
Lesbian and Straight Education 
Network, and a member of New 
York City’s gay hockey squads, 
says the Danton case is about ho¬ 
mophobia. 

“We are disturbed about a 
sporting culture in which young 
athletes are nurtured to believe 
murder is an option more attrac¬ 
tive than being known as gay,” said 
Jennings. “The example this sets 
for young American athletes, 
straight or gay, is devastating and 
only perpetuates this professional 
culture of hate.” 

“The fact that Mike Danton felt 
it was better to have someone mur¬ 
dered rather than be known as gay 
is a stunning statement about the 
depth of the homophobia that ex¬ 
ists in professional hockey and 
other sports,” said Jeff Kagan, In¬ 
ternational Gay and Lesbian Ice 
Hockey Association commissioner. 

“We are disappointed by the 
failure of the NHL to address the 
underlying bigotry that has creat¬ 
ed the climate of fear in which 
Mike Danton lived and which 
drove him to such a desperate act. 

“Based on the experiences of 
many of our players, Mike Danton 
had good reason to fear how his 
teammates and coaches might 
react if they were to find out that 
he had a same-sex partner,” con¬ 
tinued Kagan. “We call upon [NHL 
Commissioner] Gary Bettman to 
take meaningful action now to 
eradicate the bigotry that pervades 
the league and its locker rooms.” 

But is it so bad? Teammates of 
Danton’s, center Doug Weight and 
defenseman Chris Pronger, were 
interviewed by the Post-Dispatch. 
Weight and Pronger said they’d 


support any teammate regardless 
of sexual orientation, as long as he 
was a good player. 

“Let’s preface it by saying who 
knows what the situation is,” 
Weight said. “There’s rumors of 
what went on and who exactly was 
involved with this so-called thing. 
Let’s hot jump to conclusions, but 
you know what, hypothetically I 
think it would be fine. I’d like to 
think people are bigger than that 
and look into the person as a per¬ 
son and as a teammate.” 

Pronger said: “A lot would de¬ 
pend on the guy. And what kind of 
guy he was. If he was liked by his 
teammates. A lot of it would have 
to do with his character, more 
than anything. I wouldn’t have a 
problem with it. If that’s the way 
he wants to live his life, that’s the 
way he should live his life. Every¬ 
body has a private life outside the 
locker room.” 

Twice the New Jersey Devils, 
who eventually traded him to St. 
Louis last June, suspended Dan¬ 
ton. He had seven goals, 12 points 
and 141 penalty minutes in 68 
games this season with the Blues. 

Danton’s erratic behavior is 
well documented, on and off the 
ice. Emotional problems, a strange 
name change to distance himself 
from his family. What torturous 
secret is Danton hiding? Did his 
“acquaintance” try to prevent the 
desperate corner Danton found 
himself in, working a deal with a 
teenage girl in a scene out of a B 
movie? 

If so, this may be the loudest 
intervention heard round the 
world. 

Is Danton’s “promiscuity” of a 
gay nature? By its very ambiguity, 
gaining more attention than the 
attempted murder, it’s showing all 
the signs to even those with the 
lowest level of gaydar. 

Will we find out more in the 
tabloids? Will it be our weekly 
scandalous distraction from mur¬ 
ders taking place in Iraq? 

Probably. Will we still care?

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used in combination with other med¬ 
icines to help treat infection with Human Immunodeficiency Virus 
(HIV), the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune defi¬ 
ciency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of anti-HIV drug called 
a “non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor” (NNRTI). 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood 
(viral load). SUSTIVA must be taken with other anti-HIV med¬ 
icines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, SUSTIVA 
has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number 
of CD4 cells, a type of immune cell in blood. SUSTIVA may 
not have these effects in every patient. 

SUSTIVA does not cure HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA 
may still develop other infections and complications. Therefore, 
it is very important that you stay under the care of your doctor. 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing 
HIV to others. Therefore, continue to practice safe sex, and do 
not use or share dirty needles. 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Serious psychiatric problems. A small number of patients expe¬ 
rience severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry behavior 
while taking SUSTIVA. Some patients have thoughts of suicide 
and a few have actually committed suicide. These problems tend 
to occur more often in patients who have had mental illness. 
Contact your doctor right away if you think you are having these 
psychiatric symptoms, so your doctor can decide if you 
should continue to take SUSTIVA. 

Common side effects. Many patients have dizziness, trouble 
sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or unusual 
dreams during treatment with SUSTIVA. These side effects 
may be reduced if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime on an empty 
stomach. They also tend to go away after you have taken the med¬ 
icine for a few weeks. If you have these common side effects, 
such as dizziness, it does not mean that you will also have 
serious psychiatric problems, such as severe depression, 
strange thoughts, or angry behavior. Tell your doctor right 
away if any of these side effects continue or if they bother 
you. It is possible that these symptoms may be more severe if 
SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. 

If you are dizzy, have trouble concentrating, or are drowsy, 
avoid activities that may be dangerous, such as driving or 
operating machinery. 

Rash is common. Rashes usually go away without any 
change in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be 
serious. If you develop a rash, call your doctor right away. 
Rash may be a serious problem in some children. Tell your 
child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side effects 
while your child is taking SUSTIVA. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, 
vomiting, and diarrhea. 

Changes in body fat. Changes in body fat develop in some 
patients taking anti-HIV medicine. These changes may include 
an increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo 
hump"), in the breasts, and around the trunk. Loss of fat from 
the legs, arms, and face may also happen. The cause and long¬ 
term health effects of these fat changes are not known. 

Tell your doctor or healthcare provider if you notice any 
side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

Contact your doctor before stopping SUSTIVA because of side 
effects or for any other reason. 

This is not a complete list of side effects possible with 
SUSTIVA. Ask your doctor or pharmacist for a more complete 
list of side effects of SUSTIVA and all the medicines you will take. 
How should I take SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

General Information 

• You should take SUSTIVA on an empty stomach, preferably 

at bedtime. 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with food increases the amount of medicine 

in your body, which may increase the frequency of side 

effects. 


• Taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) at bedtime may make some side 
effects less bothersome. 

• SUSTIVA must be taken in combination with other anti- 
HIV medicines. If you take only SUSTIVA, the medicine 
may stop working. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take 
SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away, unless it is 
almost time for your next dose. Do not double the next dose. 
Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. If you need help 
in planning the best times to take your medicine, ask your 
doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. 
Never change the dose on your own. Do not stop this med¬ 
icine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• If you believe you took more than the prescribed amount of 
SUSTIVA, contact your local Poison Control Center or emer¬ 
gency room right away. 

• Tell your doctor if you start any new medicine or change how 
you take old ones. Your doses may need adjustment. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more 
from your doctor or pharmacy. This is very important 
because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if 
the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus 
may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and become harder 
to treat. 

• Your doctor may want to do blood tests to check for certain 
side effects while you take SUSTIVA. 

Capsules 

• The dose of SUSTIVA capsules for adults is 600 mg (three 
200-mg capsules, taken together) once a day by mouth. 
The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can chil¬ 
dren take SUSTIVA?). 

Tablets 

• The dose of SUSTIVA tablets for adults is 600 mg (one 
tablet) once a day by mouth. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. 
Rash may be a serious problem in some children. Tell your 
child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side effects 
while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for chil¬ 
dren may be lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing 
lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. Your child’s doctor will 
determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to the active ingredient, 
efavirenz, or to any of the inactive ingredients. Your doctor 
and pharmacist have a list of the inactive ingredients. 

What should I avoid while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

• Women taking SUSTIVA should not become pregnant. 

Serious birth defects have been seen in animals treated 
with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in 
humans. Tell your doctor right away if you are pregnant. 
Also talk with your doctor if you want to become pregnant. 

• Women should not rely only on hormone-based birth 
control, such as pills, injections, or implants, because 
SUSTIVA may make these contraceptives ineffective. 
Women must use a reliable form of barrier contraception, 
such as a condom or diaphragm, even if they also use other 
methods of birth control. 

• Do not breast-feed if you are taking SUSTIVA. The Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that mothers 
with HIV not breast-feed because they can pass the HIV 
through their milk to the baby. Also, SUSTIVA may pass 
through breast milk and cause serious harm to the baby. Talk 
with your doctor if you are breast-feeding. You may need to 
stop breast-feeding or use a different medicine. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with alcohol or other medicines causing similar 
side effects as SUSTIVA, such as drowsiness, may increase 
those side effects. 

• Do not take any other medicines without checking with 
your doctor. These medicines include prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines and herbal products, especially 
St. John’s wort. 

Before using SUSTIVA, tell your doctor if you 

• have problems with your liver or have hepatitis. Your 
doctor may want to do tests to check your liver while you take 
SUSTIVA. 

• have ever had mental illness or are using drugs or alcohol. 

• have ever had seizures or are taking medicine for seizures 

[for example, Dilantin® (phenytoin), Tegretol® (carba- 
mazepine), or phenobarbital]. Your doctor may want to 
check drug levels in your blood from time to time. 

What important information should I know about taking other 
medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines, including 
ones for HIV, and cause serious side effects. Your doctor 
may change your other medicines or change their doses. Other 
medicines, including herbal products, may affect SUSTIVA. 
For this reason, it is very important to: 

• let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take 
SUSTIVA. 


• tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you 
take. This includes those you buy over-the-counter and 
herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your prescription and nonprescription medicines as 
well as any herbal remedies that you are taking when you see 
a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much you take, and 
how often you take them. This will give your doctor a com¬ 
plete picture of the medicines you use. Then he or she can 
decide the best approach for your situation. 

Taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) with St. John’s wort (Hypericum 
perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or 
products containing St. John’s wort is not recommended. Talk 
with your doctor if you are taking or are planning to take St. John’s 
wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease SUSTIVA levels 
and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to 
SUSTIVA or cross-resistance to other anti-HIV drugs. 
MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH SUSTIVA 
The following medicines may cause serious and life- 
threatening side effects when taken with SUSTIVA. You should 
not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA: 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 
The following medicines may need to be replaced with another 
medicine when taken with SUSTIVA (efavirenz): 

• Fortovase®, Invirase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

The following medicines may need to have their dose changed 
when taken with SUSTIVA: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Kaletra® (lopinavir/ritonavir) 

• Methadone 

• Mycobutin® (rifabutin) 

• Zoloft® (sertraline) 

These are not all the medicines that may cause prob¬ 
lems if you take SUSTIVA. Be sure to tell your doctor about all 
medicines that you take. 

General advice about SUSTIVA: 

Medicines are sometimes prescribed for conditions that are 
not mentioned in patient information leaflets. Do not use 
SUSTIVA for a condition for which it was not prescribed. Do 
not give SUSTIVA to other people, even if they have the 
same symptoms you have. It may harm them. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle 
given to you by your pharmacist. The temperature can range from 
59° to 86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children.

Brother to Brother A film that 
showcases a gifted and beautiful

Evans’ hero Perry (Antho¬ 
ny Mackie) is a college student 
whose sexuality makes him the 
target of black homophobia in an 
African-American Studies class. 
Perry finds an odd ally socially 
and in bed, a hunky but emotion¬ 
ally elusive white kid named Jim 
(Alex Burns). In a powerful scene 
with echoes of Baldwin, Perry re¬ 
calls his humiliation after he was 
attacked by his father. “When my 
dad caught me with this guy in 
my room, he was kicking the shit 
out of me. And he just kept 
screaming,‘Not in my house!”’ 

The key to the film is the multi- 
generational dialogue between 
Perry and a mysterious older man 
who slides through the film like a 
literary ghost. He turns out to be 
Bruce Nugent, whose writing and 
friendship with Langston Hughes 
give us an unusual window on the 
past while allowing Evans to ques¬ 
tion how far have we come in this 
era of interracial dating. (Kabuki, 
4/25,26) 

Carandiru Oscar-nominated 
Brazilian filmmaker Hector 
Babenco ( Kiss of the Spider 
Woman) returns with an elabo¬ 
rate account of a real-life prison 
riot in Sao Paulo, in which 111 
prisoners were shot by police 
under highly suspicious circum¬ 
stances. Babenco tells the story 
leading up to this tragedy from 
the perspective of the prison’s 
doctor, recruited to help stem a 
raging HIV epidemic. 

Contents under pressure wait¬ 
ing to explode, the men range

Super Size Me Everybody has 
heard about the once lean-and- 
hungry filmmaker who literally ate 
his way to fame and a documen¬ 
tary award at Sundance. Morgan 
Spurlock said, “Over the course of 
making the movie, I ate nothing 
but McDonald’s 30 days straight, 
to see what would happen to my 
body.” Spurlock ballooned to 195 
lbs. and started having liver prob¬ 
lems. “When the doctors start 
telling you if you don’t stop you’re 
going to die, that starts to get a lit¬ 
tle scary.” In a nutritional interven¬ 
tion, a female in a white coat ad¬ 
vised Spurlock, “I would really like 
you to take a multi-vitamin.” Only 
to hear from her patient, “McDon¬ 
ald’s doesn’t sell multi-vitamins.” 
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from an audacious pimp to a 
middle-class student caught for 
the revenge murder of a drug- 
runner. Carandiru was a unique 
jail, where rules were set by the in¬ 
mates, a feisty swath of Brazil’s 
criminal underclass including a 
bevy of colorful queer characters. 
One of Brazil’s hottest movie star 
studs, Rodrigo Santoro, is quite 
convincing in the role of a charis¬ 
matic cross-dressing prison diva. 
(Kab, 4/28,29) 

The Mother Ann Reid delivers a 
powerfully conflicted portrait of a 
lonely woman trapped between 
grief for her recently dead hus¬ 
band and a sudden desire to catch 
up with all the life she missed out 
on. Mom finds herself plunging 
into an intensely physical rela¬ 
tionship with a younger man, a 
disgruntled carpenter, working on 
her distracted son’s London town- 
house. The creator of Hanif 
Kureishi (My Beautiful Laun- 
drette) crafts an insightful script 
about how a seemingly well-ad¬ 
justed senior can turn into a “re¬ 
cycled teenager” taking a late stab 
at happiness. (Kab, 4/23,24) 

Neverland The BBC’s Robert 
Stone uncovers footage that al¬ 
lows us to enter into the halluci¬ 
natory headspace of those in¬ 
volved in solving or covering the 


Symbionese Liberation Army’s 
signature crime: the 1974 kidnap¬ 
ping of newspaper heiress Patty 
Hearst. Director Stone adroitly 
juxtaposes the memories of SLA 
founding member Russell Little 
with the more cynical bite of SF 
Chronicle reporter Tim Findley. 
Stone implies that SLA members’ 
heroic self-image was fed by 
shows like Robin Hood and 
movies like Che giving a romanti¬ 
cized spin to Third World revolts.

Hair Milos Forman’s adaptation 
of Hair came to the screen a 


decade late. By 1979, Americans 
had traded in long hair for fears of 
Three Mile Island-style nuclear 
meltdowns and the nightly mad¬ 
ness of the Iranian hostage crisis. 
While not all of McDermott, Rado 
8c Ragni’s ideals for hippie libera¬ 
tion float as freely on screen as 
they once did on stage, Hair, fu¬ 
eled by the show-stopping chem¬ 
istry and pizzazz of John Savage 
and Treat Williams as draftee 
Claude and his hairy savior Berg¬ 
er, retains a lot of its punch. 
Williams, in his screen debut, gives 
a performance both muscular and 
sweetly innocent.

Queer old fun 

Berkeley Rep's 'Irma Vep' still thrills

' horoughly Modern Millie 
may not be the least interest¬ 
ing musical ever to win a 
best-musical Tony Award, but it’s 
in the running. It beat out 
Mamma Mia! for the 2002 prize, 
which you might make a case for, 
but it also beat out Urinetown, 
which had to be a case of judges 
choosing sweet nothings over a 
slightly acidic something. 

But it’s the people’s choice as 
well. Millie is still running on 
Broadway, while Urinetown is not. 
The touring edition now at the 
San Jose Center for the Perform¬ 
ing Arts, though simplified in 
scenery, is a reasonable rendering 
of both the pleasures and annoy¬ 
ances of the New York original. 

Thoroughly Modern Millie 
takes its name, plot, and title song 
from the 1967 movie musical 
about a small-town girl of the 
1920s jumping into New York’s 
Jazz Age swirl. The movie was 
something of an endearing mess, 
and unlike, say, Singin in the Rain, 
it doesn’t set an impossibly high 
standard for a stage adaptation. 

Even so, the musical doesn’t 
get much beyond a formula ap¬ 
proach, and even in that can’t 
quite decide what it wants to be. 
Dancing is a big part of the show, 
but Rob Ashford’s choreography, 
which seems inspired by Susan 
Stroman’s creations, produces un- 


| harles Ludlam was a queer 
artist before anyone had 
thought of the term “queer 
artist.” Too much of a sissy for 
mainstream theater of the 1960s, 
he created a theatrical style 
around his own talents and inter¬ 
ests. He called it “theater of the 
ridiculous,” which mixed togeth¬ 
er camp, irony, buffoonery, puns, 
and references to the very me¬ 
chanics of melodrama. 

Until his death in 1987 of 
AIDS, he cranked out dozens of 
plays in which he could star, but 
the one that has proven the most 
accommodating of other actors 
and most accessible to audiences 
is The Mystery of Irma Vep. The 
program for the Berkeley Rep’s 
handsome production reports 
that Irma Vep was the most-pro¬ 
duced play in America in 1991. 

Here we are in 2004, and Irma 
Vep has acquired a chestnut’s pati¬ 
na. The primary reason to revive 
it, ideally, would be to showcase 
the special talents of particular 
performers. But Berkeley Rep and 
director Les Waters seem to have 
taken the opposite tactic, choos¬ 
ing the play before finding the ac¬ 
tors to do it. 

Not that there is anything less 
than professional polish in the 
performances of Arnie Burton 
and Erik Steele in a fistful of 
quick-changes roles. They provide 
pleasure both to those experienc¬ 
ing Irma Vep for the first time and 
to those revisiting a familiar 
friend. But the next step up in in¬ 
spiration is not there, which 
would provide a true rationale for

attractive steps in a quest for in¬ 
novation. There are one or two 
lively new tunes by Jeanine Tesori 
and Dick Scanlan, but the best is 
the recycled title song and, in a 
rare moment of inspiration, a 
Chinese rendering of “My 
Mammy.” The script by Scanlan 
and Richard Morris follows famil¬ 
iar boy-meets-girl patterns, but 
can’t squeeze many laughs out of 
a white-slavery subplot that be¬ 
comes downright irritating. 

In the title role, Darcie Roberts 
isn’t regulation pretty, but she has 
the pipes and personality for the 
role, and she displays a fine bit of 
physical comedy in the second act. 
Joey Sorge is perfectly agreeable as 
the guy she ends up with, but it is 
Diana Kaarina as Millie’s best 


friend and Sean Allan Krill as her 
boss who hit the right comic notes 
in their story of instant infatua¬ 
tion. Hollis Resnik is stuck with 
the role of Mrs. Meers, an Ameri¬ 
can con artist who adopts a broad 
Chinese accent in which Millie 
comes out Mirrie. 

The best that can be said of 
Millie is that it has pep. But even 
pep can become enervating when 
it’s not coupled to something 
worth being peppy about. T

the play’s revival. Steele and Bur¬ 
ton’s ability to switch characters 
and costumes in seconds can be 
breathtaking. 

Using the movie Rebecca for 
the basic plot, and adorning it 
with references from numerous 
sources, Irma Vep tells the story of 
the second Lady Hillcrest dealing 
with her husband’s and the ser¬ 
vants’ fond memories of the first 
Lady Hillcrest. Werewolves, vam¬ 
pires, Egyptian mummies, bleed¬ 
ing oil paintings, and secret cham¬ 
bers are all part of the mix, which 


also includes humorous acknowl¬ 
edgment of how theatre is made. 

The play stumbles near the end 
with too many spoofy scenarios 
competing for attention. But 
mostly, it’s fun enough to spend 
two hours with the comfortingly 
queer spirit of Charles Ludlam. ▼

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Heartstopping perfection 

San Francisco Ballet's take on Sir Frederick Ashton

he late romance novelist 
'i f Barbara Cartland once 

wrote a passage in which a 
snotty bluestocking told off The 
Grand Sophy (one of Cartland’s 
most enchanting heroines) for 
fussing about her wardrobe. 
“There are more important things 
than clothing,” the snot huffed, to 
which'Sophy, a six-foot-tall red¬ 
head who looked spectacular in 
ball gowns or hunting costume, 
replied calmly, “So I understand, 
but not, I trust, when one is dress¬ 
ing for dinner.” 

I thought of this rational put- 
down when people started com¬ 
plaining that last week’s San Fran¬ 
cisco Ballet program 7, devoted 
mostly to works by Sir Frederick 
Ashton, was definitely not Balan¬ 
chine. Sophy would surely have 
replied something sensible, such 
as, “Of course it is not. Balanchine 
was a heterosexual, Russian-born 
American choreographer, while 
Sir Fred was a gay Brit, born in 
Ecuador. The only things similar 
about them is their birthyear, 
1904, and the fact that each, de¬ 
pending upon which side of the 
pond you claim as home, was 
considered the 20th century’s 
finest ballet choreographer.” 

There is one other similarity, 
an exquisite musicality that links 
them with the 21st century’s finest 
choreographer, Mark Morris, 
whose new, full-length Sylvia gets 
its world premiere next weekend 
at San Francisco Ballet. I bring up 
Morris because he is known to be 
an idolater of Mr. B, yet he has 
called Ashton’s Symphonic Varia¬ 
tions, which had its SFB premiere 
on April 13, “the best ballet ever.” 
Hyperbole, perhaps, yet this 1946 
work, which I hadn’t seen in at 
least three decades, seemed to me 
close to ideal. Combined with an¬ 
other fabulous Ashton piece, Mo¬ 
notones I & II, Variations achieved 
heartstopping perfection. 

That Helgi Tomasson chose to 
break the mood with Ashton’s 
tawdry Thais pas de deux and 
Kenneth MacMillan’s crowd¬ 
pleasing Elite Syncopations says 
more about the crowd than it 
does about Tomasson’s taste. For 
those who don’t “get” Ashton, I 
suggest that it is something like 
Mozart, perhaps not as accessible 
to the young and impatient as it is 
to those who are ruled by forces 
more mature than mere hor¬ 
mones. Yet musically, Ashton is an

equal of Balanchine and Morris. 

Super human 

Who else could (or would) 
dare turn the earthy Gallic gush of 
Cesar Franck’s Symphonic Varia¬ 
tions for Piano and Orchestra, 
played with tremendous rhythmic 
force by Michael McGraw, into 
something so exquisite it is more 
than human? If I didn’t think it 
would give the anti-Ashton crowd 
ammunition, I’d suggest that the 
six dancers who never enter or 
exit but remain on stage the whole 
29 minutes, either dancing or pos¬ 
ing in utter stillness, are actually 
figures on an extremely compli¬ 
cated music box. 

Sometimes they move deliber¬ 
ately, two or more at a time in 
gracious unisons; yet suddenly the 
girls peel off like birds from a 
mass flight and scurry through 
what hadbeen a stately ensemble. 
The signature movement is a se¬ 
ries of arm and head postures 
(epaulement ) as poised as they are 
difficult. The dancers — Julie 
Diana, Vanessa Zahorian, Tina 
LeBlanc, Damian Smith, Joan 
Boada and Nicolas Blanc — wear 
Sophie Fedorovitch’s dated but 
somehow timeless costumes. The 
girls sport short white dresses, 
while the men’s tunics fetchingly 
expose a shoulder and bare chest. 
Black, branch-like designs on the 
men’s costumes and on the aus¬ 
tere jonquil-colored set support 
Ashton’s theme of springtime re¬ 
newal after the horrors of WWII. 

Monotones I & II is not new to 
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SFB; however, its 1981 incarna¬ 
tion was nothing like this perfor¬ 
mance, simply the best I’ve ever 
seen, and I saw the Royal Ballet’s 
original casts. Company strength 
is now so awesome that the only 
“star” in the two trios was Muriel 
Maffre. As the central woman in 
Monotones II (choreographed in 
1965 to Erik Satie’s “Trois 
Gymnopedies,” orchestrated by 
Debussy and Roland Manuel), 
Maffre, manipulated by Brett 
Bauer and Moises Martin, was her 
usual ineffably limber self. 


Monotones I (created in 1966 
to Satie’s “Trois Gnossiennes,” or¬ 
chestrated by John Lanchbery) 
finds the man (Ruben Martin) 
surrounded by two women 
(Nicole Starbuck and Rachel 
Viselli), whose steps in perfect 
unison were as breathtaking as the 
slowly evolving shapes made by 
three entwined bodies moving in 
what seems like effortless slow 
motion. I’ve always loved this 
piece, but have never seen it done 
with this degree of security and 
musicality. Andrew Mogrelia had 
the orchestra playing with dream¬ 
like, underwater propulsion. 

That was good, because they let 
down the side in the “Meditation” 
from Massenet’s Thais that accom¬ 
panies Ashton’s hootchy-kootchy 
dream duet. Roy Malan’s violin 
solo was out of tune and not very 
alluringly phrased. Yuan Yuan Tan 
should be good in the mysterious 
houri bit (it’s obviously Sir Fred’s 
gloss on La Bayadere ), but her cur¬ 
rent partnership with Pierre-Fran- 
cois Vilanoba is not working. 

He’s like a handsome plough- 
horse, tough, sturdy, earthy, but 
also stolid and effortful, while she 
— a thoroughbred who is always 
at least eye-pleasing with that 
peerless line — tends to go blank 
when she is not in emotional sync 
with her partner. When An¬ 
toinette Sibley and Anthony Dow¬ 
ell danced it here in 1981, I 
thought it was sex on a stick, but 
that was over two decades ago. 
Autres temps, autres moeurs. ▼

to force gays to parody straight re¬ 
lationships, and three of the let¬ 
ters were quite scary,” he says. 

But the socio-political climate 
has changed dramatically in the 
11 years since Bullock founded 
Bonds Limited, now a thriving 
business of bringing together lov¬ 
ing, stable, monogamous same- 
sex partners. “I haven’t had a neg¬ 
ative letter ii\ years,” he says. “I 
don’t have to sell lifetime 
monogamy anymore.” 

Since 1993, Bullock has 
matched up 231 gay and lesbian 
couples. Only seven of those cou- ■ 
pies have gone their separate 
ways, and Bullock typically finds 
another match for those clients. 
He currently has 311 men and 214 
women in his program, ranging in 
age from their 20s to 50s. They 
represent all ethnic and racial 
groups, and each is committed to 
finding a life partner. If, while 
chatting with you, Bullock ap¬ 
pears to be thinking of someone 
to set you up with, he probably is. 

He found his true calling after a 
10-year stint in corporate H.R. “I 
was in my 30s, and after a 10-year 
relationship dissolved, I was single 
again. I realized there weren’t 
many options for meeting people 
besides personal ads and bars. 

“I read 200 books on relation¬ 
ships, and I learned so much that 
I could see doing this as a career.” 
Bullock met his current partner 
Jose in 1993 and began his life as a 
professional matchmaker. The 
business is a team effort; while 
Dale makes the matches, Jose 
handles the accounting, photog¬ 
raphy and computer work. 

Circle game 

In his first three years of busi¬ 
ness, Bullock took on all interest¬ 
ed clients and matched 10% of 
them, by combining profiles and 
photos and arranging meetings. 
But as his business grew, Bullock 
began to be more selective in his 
choice of clients. Of the seven or 
more clients he interviews each 
month, he takes on about three, 
with an eye towards finding 
matches for his current clients. 

Experience has taught him 
that he’s not likely to match peo¬ 
ple with negative attitudes about 
life, dating or themselves. He 
draws a target of availability: the 
outer layer is social, the inner layer 
is intimacy, and the center is com¬ 
mitment. “With some coaching, I 
can work with clients who need 
help on the social level,” he say?. 
“But if people don’t have the abil¬ 
ity to be intimate or to commit, I 
can’t work with them.”

He spends time with his clients 
at their home, work, and socially, 
and joins them on (and pays for) 
all first dates. Now 10% of his 
clients are matched within six 
months, 70% are matched within 
18 months, and over three years in 
the program, nearly 90% of his 
clients will meet their life partner. 
The fee is currently $10,000 per 
client. Membership is “for life.” For 
matches that don’t succeed, clients 
are welcomed back into the pro¬ 
gram for more first dates (and free 
food), until a match can be made. 

Bullock recommends non- 
monogamous dating leading to a 
monogamous partnership. 
“Meeting others after you’ve 
found someone you like will ei¬ 
ther confirm your decision or 
cause you to question it,” he says. 

It typically takes 30-90 days 
after meeting before a couple will 
begin to date exclusively. “Most 
gay relationships fail because peo¬ 
ple move too quickly,” says Bul¬ 
lock. “Because of a historical lack 
of abundance, people feel they 
need to hang onto someone or 
they’ll lose them.” 

His biggest challenge is teach¬ 
ing his clients that their faith in 
themselves must come first. 
“Matchmaking walks on the edge 
of life where emotions, identity 
and self-worth live,” he says. “In 
coaching, I need to be direct and 
honest with my clients at all 
times.” 

Catch all 

Nick Szeto and Gordon Run¬ 
nels, who have been together for 
five years, were both in their mid- 
20s when they entered Bullock’s 
program. Both were discouraged 
by the bar and club scenes, but for 
Gordon, a Texan who was dis¬ 
owned by his Jehovah’s Witness 
family when he came out, the 
problem was especially acute. 

“I had gone through so much 
to come out,” he says. “But when I 


came to San Francisco, I thought, 
‘Maybe I’m wrong. Maybe I made 
a terrible mistake.’” 

Gordon’s previous partner 
wanted an open relationship, “and 
I had a really tough time with 
that. I finally called the whole 
thing off.” 

Nick was looking for someone 
who shared his desire for 
monogamy and had a history of 
solid marriages in his family. “I’m 
a little shy about introducing my¬ 
self to people, so it was fun to have 
the dates set up,” he says. After 
meeting six men through the pro¬ 
gram, Nick met Gordon. “After 
our first date I said, ‘He’s perfect.’ 
He met all my qualifications, and 
we really connected.” 

Both appreciated knowing that 
Bonds clients are looking for seri¬ 
ous relationships. “In usual dating 
you can’t say, ‘Are you really seri¬ 
ous?”’ says Gordon. They were in¬ 
structed to end their first date 
with a yay or nay. “That was a real 
plus. It cuts through a lot of the 
games that are played in dating.” 

Marjorie Heinrich and Jann 
Nunn, who have been together for 
two years, insist that they never 
would have met if not through 
Bullock. “We’re so different,” says 
Jann. “Marjorie is an athlete and 
attorney, and I’m an artist and 
professor.” 

Both had grown weary of at¬ 
tempting to meet potential part¬ 
ners through social events and the 
Internet. A year into the program, 
Bullock introduced Marjorie to 
Jann. “When he said she’s a 
lawyer, I thought, ‘No way,”’ says 
Jann. “But we had a fabulous con¬ 
versation on the phone and a 
wonderful first date. She’s very in¬ 
telligent, with a terrific sense of 
humor, and when I first met her, 
well... she’s very attractive.” 

By their third date, both 
women knew that they’d found 
“the one,” but didn’t move in to¬ 
gether until eight months into the 
relationship — despite the old 
joke about lesbians bringing a U- 
Haul on the second date. “When 
we moved in, we joked about tak¬ 
ing a picture of ourselves in flan¬ 
nel shirts, baseball caps and a U- 
Haul,” says Jann. 

While all of these people ex¬ 
pressed respect for various forms 
of same-sex relationships, be they 
open or monogamous, the days of 
stigmatizing anything from ho¬ 
mosexuality itself to same-sex 
monogamy are numbered. “My 
personal hope,” says Gordon, “Is 
that in 10 to 15 years, gay people 
won’t have to think so hard about 
‘Can I find a relationship? Can I 
be happy?”’ ▼

French reality TV is sparked by an 
unusual personality clash between 
a passive-aggressive assistant direc¬ 
tor and the channel’s manipulative 
Mr. Big. Bastien (Guillaume 
Canet) yearns to one-up his show’s 
self-absorbed host and launch his 
own broadcast. A weekend at the 
boss’ country estate is a nightmare 
closer to Salo than La Dolce Vita. 
Canet, who also directs, mounts a 
character-driven comedy that is 
shamelessly funny about humilia¬ 
tion TV. (Kab, 4/25,29) 

The Corporation Co-directors 
Mark Achbar and Jennifer Abbott 
argue that a pro-business ruling on 
the 14th Amendment (meant to 
abolish slavery) gave corporations 
all the rights of real persons. Achbar 
& Abbott throw everything but 
their laptops into a checklist that 
paints the modern corporation as a 
kind of business sociopath, with an 
unbridled id that lends itself to 
abuse. This is a film one fears may 
never end. (Kab, 4/23,25) ▼ 
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More shock, less awe

pril has certainly been TV’s 
crudest month. Scenes of 
unremitting violence in 
Iraq and grim footage of soldiers 
and civilians kidnapped by insur¬ 
gents have touched everyone. 
Everyone except the President and 
his cohort, that is. 

May sweeps loom, which ex¬ 
plains why the White House is 
trying to wrest control of TV away 
from, well, everyone else. Two 
press conferences in one week 
from the President, who has 
granted the fewest press confer¬ 
ences since Richard Nixon, can’t 
be a good thing. Neither was 
watching them. If ever there were 
someone in need of an Extreme 
Makeover, it’s George W. Bush. 

The prime-time press confer¬ 
ence was infuriating. With all the 
practice the President has had 
with lying, he should have be¬ 
come a tad more facile. Hasn’t he 
learned anything from Con- 
doleezza Rice and Dick Cheney, 
the best liars in Washington? 

Then there was the in- 
terrupt-the-soaps 
midday press confer¬ 
ence on April 16, with 
British Prime Minister 
Tony Blair, also infu¬ 
riating. There was 
something truly 
dreadful about 
watching our 
President defer 
to the British 
Prime Minister on matters of 
State. We could just see the 
Founding Fathers spinning in 
their graves. Blair stood there in 
the bright spring sunshine of the 
White House rose garden, outside 
our seat of government, and made 
our President’s case for him. 
Then, in the most embarrassing 
moment, Bush gave his heh-heh 
laugh and told the PM he’d done 
a good job. Later that night, 
Jimmy Kimmel replayed bits from 
the press conference. It looked like 
a Saturday Night Live skit. 

Meanwhile, back at the 9/11 
Commission, the FBI and CIA fi¬ 
nally got called out — not that it 
means anything, of course, in the 
grand Bush scheme of things. But 
it was heartening since, when 
most of us completely screw up 
our jobs, we get fired. 

Down low 

Shame was Oprah’s topic last 
Friday (the show will repeat April 
23; check local listings). Her pri¬ 
mary guest was J.L. King, author 
of On the Down Low, a book 
about black men who do not 
identify as gay or bisexual, but 
who have sex with other men 
while living ostensibly straight 
lives. The issue was also the sub¬ 
ject of a provocative Law & Order 
episode last week. 

Not only does Oprah continue

to look fabulous at 50, she’s fea¬ 
turing red-hot social issues this 
season. Thus far it’s been domes¬ 
tic violence, alcoholism, and now 
sex between men, and how fear of 
discovery and homophobic reac¬ 
tion have helped escalate the 
number of African Americans 
with HIV/AIDS. 

There are many in 
the queer community 
who won’t be sur¬ 
prised by this info, 
nor by the news that 
AIDS is the leading 
cause of death among 
African Amer¬ 
icans between 
15 and 44, but 
this episode of 
Oprah is a breakout show for the 
black community. 

Jonathan Perry, a college stu¬ 
dent at Johnson C. Singer Univer¬ 
sity, an historically black college in 
North Carolina, appeared on the 
show. Perry was diagnosed with 
HIV at 19, and is now speaking 
out about the “down low” and the 
refusal by some men to practice 
safe sex. Perry also spoke about 
the trend of down-low on college 
campuses. 

Well-known black AIDS ac¬ 
tivist Phil Wilson, director of the 
Black AIDS Institute, also ap¬ 
peared on the show. Oprah ad¬ 
dressed other new aspects of 
AIDS, such as the rise of HIV in¬ 
fection among people over 50. 

Hearts broken 

ER, one of the most subtly cut- 
ting-edge dramas on TV, ad¬ 
dressed the down-low issue two 
seasons ago. They are on the cusp 
again, building toward a sweeps- 
month crescendo with a queer 
storyline that is already a heart- 
breaker, even though it’s just be¬ 
ginning. 

For several years, ER has fea¬ 
tured ER director Kerri Weaver 
(Laura Innes) as she came to 
terms with her lesbianism, had 
several affairs in which she re¬ 
mained closeted, and then was 
outed by her Latina fire-rescue- 


worker lover Sandy Lopez (Lisa 
Vidal), who kissed her full on the 
mouth in the middle of the ER. 
Lopez told Weaver that the outing 
was the best thing she had ever 
done for her. That was three sea¬ 
sons ago. The two moved in to¬ 
gether, Kerri got pregnant 
through AI, miscarried, and then 
Sandy had their baby, Henry. Last 
week, Sandy was severely injured 
in a fire and died on the operating 
table. 

The episode was, like many of 
the best episodes of this always- 
involving drama, almost unbear¬ 
ably painful to watch. Weaver, a 
hard-ass, no-nonsense type whose 
prickly nature has won her few 
friends in the ER, sobbed openly 
in the arms of a colleague. After a 
night spent in part sitting by the 
side of her dead lover, Weaver 
went to the home of Sandy’s par¬ 
ents to pick up her son. 

That’s when the drama truly 
began. The family, accepting of 
neither Lopez’s relationship with 
Weaver nor the women’s working 
while having a baby, refused to re¬ 
turn the child to Kerri. This is a 
drama lesbians all over America 
are experiencing. Kudos to ER for 
once again addressing important 
queer issues in prime time. 

Speaking of lesbian mothers 
being denied their children, it has 
been almost too painful watching 
Eden Riegel’s heartbreaking per¬ 
formance as the bereft lesbian 
mother Bianca Montgomery on 
All My Children. Where is that 
Emmy? 

We have also been fascinated 
by the friendship between Jamie 
and Maggie, the college-student 
fuckbuddies. Maggie is in love 
with Bianca and has been for 
some time, vying with Lena for 
Bianca’s attentions. Jamie has ex¬ 
plained to Maggie, wistfully, how 
much he wishes he had the kind 
of love she and Bianca share. Very 
interesting. 

Last week, Entertainment 
Weekly crowned Chris Rock the 
funniest man in America, a deci¬ 
sion we cannot dispute, particu¬ 
larly after seeing his HBO special 
April 17. Rock couldn’t possibly 
be funnier, and the special is a 
must-see (it repeats over the next 
few weeks.) Rock has never shied 
away from controversial material, 
be it political or social, and this 
show takes on everything from 
Michael Jackson (“We love 
Michael so much we let the first 
kid slide”) to parenthood, to 
Martha Stewart (“Once they start 
sending rich white women to jail, 
everybody’s going. Michael’s 
going, Kobe’s going, everybody’s 
going.”) Don’t miss it. 

Finally, the much-hyped finale 
of the NBC ratings phenom The 
Apprentice ended with the white 
guy, Bill, winning over the black 
guy, Kwami. We were so surprised! 
And who says reality TV isn’t like 
real life? Stay tuned. ▼

Benefit for New Langton Arts tonight

nderpants Party, tonight’s 
New Langton Arts benefit, 
features unmentionables 
customized, re-imagined, embroi¬ 
dered and photographed by about 
40 painters, video, sculpture, con¬ 
ceptual and spoken-word artists. 

Curator Eamon Ore-Giron in¬ 
structed his urban rustic, interdis¬ 
ciplinary peers to re-purpose a 
comfy pair of crisp, new, snow- 
white, machine-washable, classic 
100% combed-cotton Y-front 
jockey shorts, with snappy acrylic 
waistband. This under-40 Clarion 
Alley crowd treats the undergar¬ 
ment derisively as Sears catalog, 
old-school, mommy-bought, util¬ 
itarian hygienic, chaste, must- 
add-bleach camp spectacle, thus 
putting the nail in the coffin of 
briefs as over-fetishized gay porn- 
star costume. 

“I wanted to throw a benefit 
that has a sense of humor and that 
people could get creative with, 
something so basic and everyday 
as underwear,” says Tucson native 
Ore-Giron. 

Jason Jagel sketched a punky, 
downcast, city-dwelling Native 
American in ink and pencil on 
both sides of a sturdy paper loin¬ 
cloth. He describes his artistic 
process as “staring at a quite 
hideous pair of large, white, lacy, 
stretch underwear, trying to ren¬ 
der something so alien into some¬ 
thing of my own.” Jagel’s partner, 
commercial and fine-arts photog¬ 
rapher Kelli Yon, lined the 
skivvies’ insides with pastel-pink 
fake fur. 

Steve Lambert screen-printed 
the word “Advertisement” on pink 
and tan men’s low-rise bikini 
briefs, part of his activist career 
role as culture-jamming 
prankster, re-inventing the com¬ 
mercial pollution of found bill- 
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boards and posters. 

David Soule’s piece 
displays evidence bags 
containing Polaroid snap¬ 
shots of himself posing in 
his briefs, which he 
sprayed with a graffiti 
logo, then Illustrated into 
existing photos of generic 
motel rooms. The photos 
have the crass, hard-luck, 
trespassed feel of photos 
that might turn up in a 
true-crime pocketbook. 

“Self-objectification 
and exploitation, both 
physically and creatively,” 
musician and muralist 
Soule labels his work. 

Lissa Ivy Teagel’s dyed- 
yellow panties, embroi¬ 
dered in red with the 
words “Inexorable elimi¬ 
nation of the superflu¬ 
ous,” perhaps express her 
rejection of biology’s re¬ 
lentless reminder to pro¬ 
create through the men¬ 
struation cycle. 

Brian Storts satirizes 
brand-name designer 
chic by stenciling “B.S.” 
on his briefs. Another 
RISD sculpture grad, Car¬ 
olyn Ryder Cooley, a 
multi-disciplinary instal¬ 
lation artist, crafted a pincushion 
by padding the crotch of aged ma- 
roon-and-white lace panties, 
punctured with feathered needles. 

Gross point 

“In the end I just let it be what 
it was, a kind of mundane object, 
casual, intimate, and sort of 
gross,” says installation artist 
Shane Aslan Selzer of his 
doorstop-like, cement-filled 
shorts, accented with hot-orange 
road paint. 

Alissa Anderson submitted a 
fortifying, trenchant color photo 
of a briefs-clad, well-toned young 
man posing in a messy art studio 
beside a wall-mounted pentagram 
and electric candle-covered alter. 

Portland, Oregon’s Harrel 
Fletcher, known for site-specific 
neighborhood projects, drew a 
penis and testicles with felt-tip

pen on the shorts’ front, and au¬ 
tographed the back. 

Langton’s first floor becomes a 
lascivious disco for the benefit 
with the metal/electronica and 
femme vocals of Crack: We are 
Rock, the groove rock of Tussle, 
and “neurotic Jewish Madon- 
na’VLaney College acting teacher 
Minx. Hong Kong native DJ 
Saiman mixes pop, dance and am¬ 
bient styles between sets.

Langton’s legacy

T he San Francisco Art Dealers Association and a cross-section 
of the creative community founded the nonprofit, artist-run 
80 Langton Street gallery in 1975, charged with a mission to 
give the city an experimental research center cultivating edgy mod¬ 
ern performance, visual arts, music and media, free of market 
obligations. Today, half of Langton’s 25-member Director’s Board 
consists of working artists. 

“Here there’s no pressure of creating art to sell,” says six-year 
Program Director James Bewley, from performance troupe Killing 
My Lobster. 

“It was founded on the principle, going back to the ’70s, where 
selling or not selling was not relevant,” says Renny Prftikin, New 
Langton Arts’ director from ’79-’92. “The alternative community 
coming out of Vietnam, the era of alternative education, alternative 
art spaces and alternative art statements, wanted an institution for 
their colleagues to show the newest politically conscious work not 
shown in museums — by women, gay people, people of color. It 
was primarily conceptual, non-objective art-performance, instal¬ 
lation, and video, forms growing up in the ’70s. But noone con¬ 
nected could show their own art.” 

Langton’s live events, exhibitions, forums, lectures, readings and 
panels have promoted over 7,000 artists in its 29 years. Artists who 
emerged at Langton early in their careers include Survival Research 
Laboratories’ Mark Pauline, Robert Mapplethorpe with his ’78 fist- 
ing-and-rimming X portfolio, Nayland Blake with his first instal¬ 
lation, illustrator Ed “Big Daddy” Roth (’90), documentary pho¬ 
tographer Carrie Mae Weems (’93), aerosol muralist Barry McGee 
(’95), and Ghost World cartoonist Daniel Clowes. ▼ 
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Classic 'Sweeney Todd' out on DVD

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nal cast is gone. The original 
Sweeney Todd has been succeed¬ 
ed by George Hearn, who may 
sing less sweetly than Len Cariou, 
but who connects more viscerally 
with the role. Chris Groenendaal, 
as the sailor Anthony, is bigger, 
handsomer, and a much more 


heroic singer than Victor Garber 
had been. It’s unfortunate that 
Ken Jennings, playing Tobias, 
hadn’t left, for he can neither act 
nor sing on key. And it’s unfortu¬ 
nate that understudy Betsy Joslyn 
had taken over Johanna, for her 
gulping and shrill chirping deci¬ 
mates her music. 

Still, it’s the original produc¬ 
tion, fully and intricately staged. 
The blood flies chillingly, and the 
barber’s chair is a brilliant con¬ 
traption. And, of course, there’s 
Angela Lansbury. Fifty-six years 
old at the time, and plumbing the 
role with a nuanced gusto that 
nobody of any age has equaled 
since. Certainly no pair of stars 
will ever attain the ghoulish glee 
of Lansbury and Hearn’s Act I fi¬ 
nale: “For what’s the sound of the 
world out there? It’s man devour¬ 
ing man, my dear, and who are we 
to deny it in here?” 

The videotaping of the broad¬ 
cast was an Emmy award-winning 
model of its kind. Broad shots de¬ 
liver the production’s scope, but 
constant close-ups involve us inti¬ 
mately with the performers. So, de¬ 
spite distressingly rushed tempos 
most everywhere (were the creative 
team worried they were overtaxing 
their audience?), the lyricism and 
depth of the score come through. 
The characters may be one-di¬ 
mensional Victorian stereotypes, 
but Sondheim treats them as real, 
and gives them music of rapturous 
soul. This DVD, with skillfully re¬ 
mastered sound and picture, is a 
priceless and incredibly enjoyable 
document. ▼ 


he people have voted, and 
Stephen Sondheim’s 
Sweeney Todd: The Demon 
Barber of Fleet Street is the con¬ 
temporary opera they most want 
to see. With recent productions at 
the NY City Opera, Chicago Lyric, 
Calgary Opera, and Royal Opera 
Covent Garden, it’s the only opera 
in the last 25 years to attain such a 
broad-based popularity. Sweeney 
Todd opened on Broadway in 
March 1979, so it’s now 25 years 
old. To celebrate that anniversary, 
Warner Home Video has released 
a smashing DVD of the original 
production. 

Well, most of the original pro¬ 
duction. The show was taped be¬ 
fore a live audience at the Dorothy 
Chandler Pavilion in 1982, two 
full years after the show conclud¬ 
ed its New York run. Time and 
touring wrought their change. 
Much of the massive set is gone, 
simply too big to travel. But it was 
stifling, and its absence has an ex¬ 
pansive effect. Most of the origi-

both got our calls the same day,” 
Settle said. “It was a first gig for 
both of us, and we kinda lost it. 
We both started crying.” 

Hairspray is set in early ’60s 
Baltimore, where the greatest sta¬ 
tus symbol for a teen is to become 
a regular dancer on a local Amer¬ 
ican Bandstand-type show. When 
the ever-optimistic Tracy tries out 
tor the show, she is mocked be¬ 
cause of her size, and then flatly 
rejected when she makes a pitch 
for civil rights. The show delivers 
its messages lightly, using exuber¬ 
ant musicals numbers and a 
heartfelt cartoon approach that 
really does have audiences danc¬ 
ing in the aisles as the final curtain 
drops. 

If audiences enjoy what they 
see, the performers enjoy the au¬ 
diences. “The company feeds off 
the audience,” Settle said. “I’m 
sure in any show that is the case, 
but even more so in this show, be¬ 
cause it’s so high energy and 
there’s so much joy behind it. 
Everything is so intense and so 
inviting that you can’t help your¬ 
self.” 

Not that every performance on 
the tour has begun that way. 
“Sometimes in the beginning it 
will be a near-death experience, 
because they’re just not there to 
have a good time,” Vilanch said. 
“But by the end of the show, 
they’re whistling and standing.” 

Scene level 

Vilanch and Settle both were 
speaking from Denver, a stop on 
the tour that began in September. 
“I’m breathing heavily because 
we’re a mile high,” Vilanch said. 
“Next week is Phoenix, which is 
below sea level, so I’ll have lung 
power. You do notice the altitude 
because you have to run around 
and sing, and some of us are wear¬ 
ing high heels and 35 pounds of 
fat suit.” 

Settle also wears padding, a bit 
ironic since the producers asked 
her to lose about 35 lbs. for health

and stamina reasons before hiring 
her. “I’ve actually lost about 100 
lbs. because no one ever told me 
to stop,” she said. “So when I got 
to rehearsals, it was, like, OK, stop. 
They said, ‘Go to McDonald’s 
right now.’” 

Weight was a big issue in her 
schooldays. “People are mean,” 
she said. “That’s probably one of 
the few things where I’m not like 
Tracy Turnblad at all. Because, in 
the show, she lets it slide because 
her parents always told her to go 
for it. For me, I almost let it de¬ 
stroy my self-esteem. It made me a 
really angry teen.” 

The promise of a new regional 
theater that never opened lured 
her to Las Vegas after college. 
Working a succession of day jobs, 
she performed in numerous 
community theatre productions 
that often found her in older 
and/or ethnic character roles like 
Bloody Mary in South Pacific, 
Evillene in The Wiz, and Miss 
Hannigan in Annie. 

“They’ve all been supporting 
roles, so when I got this, I kept 
asking, ‘Are you sure?’ I had driven 
down to LA before for Les Miz au¬ 
ditions, Lion King auditions, 
Mamma Mia! auditions. When I 
finally got this gig, I asked one of 
the casting agents why, and he said 
in the character of Tracy there’s a

What 
‘happened in Baltimore one night 
was that the place was flooded out 
by Hurricane Isabel, and so the 
next night, when Wilbur had his 
hands on my boobs, I said, ‘If this 
place floods again, we can use 
these for flotation devices.’ The di¬ 
rector said, ‘Can you think of that 
for some other cities, too?’ The 
only people who don’t like it seem 
to be critics. I used to be a critic, 
so I know exactly how serious to 
take their comments.” 

Vilanch’s first career was as an 
entertainment writer at two 
Chicago newspapers, and his re¬ 
view of Bette Midler led her to 
hire him as a writer. Hollywood 
Squares turned him into a bona 
fide celebrity. “That show changed 
everything,” said Vilanch, who 
had actually once written materi¬ 
al for original center-square Paul 
Lynde. 

“Everyone knew Paul was gay,

but no one ever said it,” Vilanch 
said. “I actually made references to 
having a gay sex life. They asked 
me to tone it down a bit after a 
while. I didn’t, and sometimes we 
would get into bitter fights over 
it.” 

Although there are no overtly 
gay characters in Hairspray, it is a 
gay show through and through. 
That might be weird if you are a 
practicing Mormon, as is Keala 
Settle. “It can be weird if you let it 
be weird,” she said. “I have no 
problems with anyone. All I know 
is that I want to be happy, and I 
know you want to be happy, so let’s 
try to make it happen together.” 


That’s one of the tenets of the 
show, and it’s what gives it a kick 
for both audiences and the per¬ 
formers. “It’s also a lot of work, 
but it’s not like we’re doing Eu¬ 
gene O’Neill,” Vilanch said. “I 
would be as potty as Vanessa Red¬ 
grave if I had to go out there and 
be drunk and Irish for four hours 
every night. I just get to carry on 
in this very joyous experience.” ▼

Karrdinal points

he television spoof American 
Porn Star launches itself 
quite merrily. “Remember,” 
the show’s chatty announcer 
points out to the humpy contes¬ 
tants, “it’s not just about being 
pretty. It’s about being sexual.” A 
panel of celebrity judges is going 
to choose which' pair of contes¬ 
tants has the best sex. A clever 
idea, no? Well, someone 
should have told the film¬ 
maker to remember, it’s not 
just about being clever. 

It’s about being sexual: 

American Porn Star is so 
aswirl with ideas both 
clever and cutesy that a 
lot of ooh-aah is lost in 
the hoo- 
hah. 

I know 
lots of 
porn directors think that heaping 
on plot and varieties of distract¬ 
ing hoopla somehow changes 
them from pornographers to 
filmmakers. But a real filmmaker 
would realize whether his inven¬ 
tion was supporting the sex or 
distracting from it. American Porn 
Star follows all too closely the 
American Idol format, with cheesy 
theme music butting in and show 
logos tumbling dizzily before our 
eyes every other moment. There 
are clips of rejected contestants, 
post-coital sound-bite interviews, 
and commercial breaks after each 
performance, during which the 
judges dish. This being porn, the 
judges have to become aroused 
while watching the contestants. 
Yet watching them watch the boys 
is a definite violation of Karr’s 
Cardinal Rule of Porn: Don’t Cut 
Away from the Sex! And there’s 
further interruption, with the 
judges telling the performers what 
to do by shouting at them, and 


dousing whatever sparks the per¬ 
formers may have been kindling 
in favor of the rote execution of 
Sex Act Points of Interest #3-12. 

Yet the Jet Set Team has cast 
with their usual bevy of beefy 
young beauties, and they are gen¬ 
erously given more than the usual 
time allotments to display them¬ 
selves. 

Jason Adonis certainly de¬ 
serves his last name, and, with a 
new, flattering haircut and a 
shaved crotch, he’s never 
looked more creamy, 
or been more dreamy 
than he is here. Trou¬ 
ble is, Jason seems 
, rather narcotized, 
and this isn’t a gay 
Sonnambula (“Oh, 
look, Elvino is sleepwalk¬ 
ing on the 
roof again 
— and 
he’s not 
wearing his nightshirt this 
time!”). Fortunately, quarterback- 
size judge Tag Eriksson jumps in 
to give bottom Rico Suave a tum¬ 
ble, and the scene roils to an end. * 

Pump action 

Vince Taylor’s partner is a no- 
show, so he jacks off. His dark, 
manly good looks are heartening, 
but there’s little sense of eroticism 
or exhibitionism in his dutiful 
performance. He closes his eyes 
and pumps. Judge Lorenzo Vargas 
takes charge of beefy Derec Lang, 
in one of those food-is-sexy se¬ 
quences I’m so wary of. With due 
reason. The bottle of chocolate 
syrup Vargas empties on Lang is 
so clotted it looks like little poo¬ 
dle turds dropping. Fortunately, it 
gets smooshed in with a bottle of 
maple syrup, and the boys slide 
around on each other erotically. 
Vargas massages the huge mound 
that Lang’s cock forms within his 
trunks, and then pulls it out and 


slowly savors it. It’s as beefy as the 
boy is. When Lang gets on top of 
Vargas to suck his sweetened, 
uncut cock, the syrup drips off the 
succulent nips of his fleshy 
breasts. This is a coupling that 
should have the viewers calling in 
their votes. Too bad it’s interrupt¬ 
ed by the obligatory whipped- 
cream routine, which creates such 
a mess the boys have to hose 
down so they can continue. 

Alec Powers tangles with Ben 
Campezzi, and though they’re 
wearing harnesses and Powers 
brandishes a crop, this is no more 
leathersex than if you put Sweet 
Lips in a sling. After discarding 
the costumes, Powers throws a 
sturdy fuck to a greatly responsive 
Campezzi. They’re the best so far, 
exhibiting actual chemistry. 

Such palpable mutual pleasure 
reaches greater heights in the fi¬ 
nale with Tag Eriksson and new¬ 
comer Ken Scott. This sturdily 
built young demigod makes his 
Jet Set debut, and seems sure to 
win the American Porn Star title. 
He’s a real turn-on. In a movie 
that’s had hardly any fucking that 
wasn’t doggie-style, Ken’s sitting 
on Tag’s rammer lets us thrill to 
the big round globes of his meaty 
ass pushing down onto Tag’s big 
round cock. It makes Tag spray 
his load most dramatically. But 
there’s a surprise upset, and, 
wouldn’t ya know it, Jason Ado¬ 
nis is declared the winner. I found 
that mighty disappointing. But I 
was consoled by the movie’s sweet 
denouement. When the credits 
have rolled, Ken wanders back 
onto the deserted set, sporting a 
tremendous hard-on, and beats 
off for us. The sterling quality of 
his erection equals that of his 
handsome face and strong body. 
I can’t wait to see him in a movie 
where he’s treated as the winner.

A 
sedate, non-assuming woman, 
Beth seemed almost nonchalant 
and cool during the contest phas¬ 
es. Her demeanor was respectful, 
gracious, not at all harsh, and did¬ 
n’t display an avaricious de¬ 
meanor in pursuing her goal. 


There was no coy cutsie-ness, just 
a confident woman who was “her¬ 
self” and won the votes of the 
judges. 

ABW 2004 was a huge success 
with some $39,000 raised through 
various activities of the weekend 
(which includes some $8440 for 
the travel fund of each winner) If 
you’ve never been to ABW you 
should try to attend next year.

t a recent taping of the PBS 
Soundstage series in which 
Ronald Isley of the leg¬ 
endary soul group The Isley 
Brothers and Burt Bacharach per¬ 
formed together, Isley pointed out 
that he’d been waiting 40 years to 
have the chance to record “Make 
It Easy on Yourself.” He does so on 
Here I Am: Isley Meets Bacharach 
(DreamWorks), an album oflush- 
ly orchestrated Bacharach covers 
which spans 40 years of the song¬ 
writer’s work. 

Isley opens with “Alfie,” which 
asks the eternal question, “What’s 
it all about, Alfie?” “Raindrops 
Keep Falling on My Head” is given 
a refreshingly soulful new reading, 
and Isley takes up residence in “A 
House Is Not a Home.” One of the 
pleasures of this CD is knowing 
that other Bacharach (and Hal 
David) tunes, such as “The Look 
of Love,” “This Guy’s In Love with 
You,” and “Close to You,” will now 
be introduced to an entirely new 
generation of listeners. Two more 
recent Bacharach (and Tonio K) 
compositions, “Count on Me” and 
“Love’s (Still) the Answer,” are 
heard for the first time on a do¬ 
mestic release, and Bacharach 
himself sings the introduction to 
the pertinent “Windows of the 
World,” before Isley assumes the 
lead. 

As Time Goes By - The Great 
American Songbook Vol. II (J) is 
Rod Stewart’s sequel to his unex¬ 
pectedly popular 2002 album of 
standards, It Had To Be You - The 
Great American Songbook. A few 
years shy of his 60th birthday, 
Stewart is attempting to age 
gracefully with these collections, 
and all that really happens is that 
Stewart’s shortcomings are mag¬ 
nified. The production values are 
impeccable, and the orchestra¬ 
tions are befitting the material. 
Sadly, it’s Stewart who sounds out 
of place. The three opening 
tracks, “Time After Time,” “I’m in 
the Mood for Love,” and “Don’t 
Get Around Much Anymore,” are 
relatively harmless, although 
Stewart performs them at a dis¬ 
tance. The first misstep is the Cher 
duet, “Bewitched, Bothered & Be¬ 
wildered,” because duets are 
tricky. The same can be said for 
the duet with Queen Latifah on 
“As Time Goes By.” It’s admirable 
for Stewart to embrace these 
songs, I only wish he didn’t sing 
them as if they smelled funny. 


Because it lacks the focus of El 
Baile Aleman, an album of 
Kraftwerk covers interpreted in a 
tongue-in-cheek Latin fashion, 
Fiesta Songs (Emperor Norton) by 
Senor Coconut pales in compari¬ 
son. Some of the cover material 
from the ’70s & ’80s works better 
than others. “Riders on the 
Storm” (The Doors), “Smooth 
Operator” (Sade) and “Beat It” 
(Michael) already had vague Latin 
beats to begin with, so they make 
the transition better than, say, 
“Smoke on the Water” (Deep Pur¬ 
ple) or “Blue Eyes” (Elton John). 
As a novelty album, Fiesta Songs is 
more office party than frat party, 
but there’s still fun to be had. 

Arabesque (Narada World) by 
Jane Birkin, ex-wife and protege 
of the late Serge Gainsbourg, is a 
concert recording in which she 
pays tribute to the exotic and 
erotic tunes of the French singer- 
songwriter. It’s fascinating to hear 
Gainsbourg’s songs, many of 
which were sexually suggestive, 
interpreted by a woman, especial¬ 
ly one with such a firm connec¬ 
tion to him. 

The Wayfaring Strangers are a 
kind of bluegrass supergroup 
comprised of Tracy Bonham, 
Ruth Ungar, Aoife O’Donovan, 
Laszlo Gardony, Matt Glaser, Tony 
Trischka and others. They revive a 
variety of traditional tunes on 
This Train (Rounder). Fans of 
Americana, insurgent country, 
contemporary folk, bluegrass and 
even klezmer will appreciate the 
spirited interpretations of songs 
such as “Columbus Stockade 
Blues,” “Cluck Old Hen,” and 
“Walking After Midnight.” 

Several mostly Canadian 
artists pay tribute to legendary 
Canadian singer-songwriter Gor¬ 
don Lightfoot on Beautiful: A 
Tribute to Gordon Lightfoot (Bore- 
alis/Northernblues). Those pay¬ 
ing homage range from Light- 
foot’s contemporaries Jesse Win¬ 
chester, Bruce Cockburn and 
Maria Muldaur to contemporary 
Canadian acts Cowboy Junkies, 
The Tragically Hip and Ron Sex- 
smith. 

Joe Doggs, whose vocals are 
vaguely reminiscent of Jimmy 
Scott, joins Hammond B-3 organ¬ 
ist Joey De Francesco on his 
album of standards covers Falling 
in Love Again (Concord Jazz). 
George Bugatti applies his smoky 
baritone to nine standards, a U2 
cover and a pair of originals on A 
Night for Romance (Fynsworth 
Alley). ▼
